Lying-in  Hospital  of  Dublin,  that  my  facilities  for  obtaining 
practical  experience,  and  the  attention  I have  necessarily 
directed  to  my  duties  as  a Teacher,  may  render  me  eligible 
to  that  office  ; I beg  to  say,  that,  if  elected  to  the  Chair,  I 
shall  accept  it  with  pleasure,  not  only  as  enabling  me  to 
pursue  that  branch  of  my  profession  most  congenial  to  my 
tastes  and  habits,  but  as  affording  a wider  field  of  useful- 
ness, by  continuing  to  communicate  that  information  which 
the  peculiar  opportunities  of  the  office  I hold  have  enabled 
me  to  accumulate.

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STATEMENT  BY  DR  KENNEDY. 


Dr  Evory  Kennedy,  Graduate  of  the  Universities  of  Edin- 
burgh and  Dublin,  after  visiting  and  studying  at  the  British 
and  Continental  schools  and  hospitals,  and  having  served 
for  nearly  two  years  as  resident  pupil  at  the  Lying-in  Hos- 
pital of  Dublin,  was  unanimously  elected  Assistant  Physi- 
cian to  that  great  national  institution  in  the  year  1827,  which 
office  having  held  for  a period  of  three  years,  agreeably  to 
the  charter  regulating  its  appointments,  the  following  vote 
of  thanks  was  on  his  retirement  presented  to  him  by  the 
Governors  and  Guardians  : — 

“ Resolved  unanimously, — on  the  motion  of  Doctor 
“ Collins,  seconded  by  Doctor  Joseph  Clarke, — That 
“ the  thanks  of  this  Board  be  given  to  Doctor  Evory 
“ Kennedy,  for  his  exemplary  conduct  and  unceasing 
“ attention  to  the  duties  of  his  office  during  the  three 
“ years  he  acted  as  assistant.” 

Immediately  afterwards,  Dr  Kennedy  was  appointed  Lec- 
turer on  Midwifery  and  the  Diseases  of  Women  and  Chil- 
dren, to  the  School  of  Medicine  attached  to  the  Richmond 
Hospital  and  House  of  Industry,  Dublin. 

On  the  expiration  of  Doctor  Collins’s  mastership  in  the 
year  1833,  Dr  Evory  Kennedy  was  elected  Master  of  the 
Lying-in  Hospital,  where  he  has  since  resided.  He  has  thus 
been  nearly  ten  years  resident  as  Assistant  and  Master  in 
this  institution,  which  contains  one  hundred  and  forty  beds. 
During  this  period  he  has  witnessed  the  result  of  about 
Twenty -five  thousand  cases  within  its  walls,  independent  of 


an  active  engagement  in  private  practice  : and  he  has  been* 
enabled  in  this  extraordinary  field  of  observation  to  form  a 
most  extensive  collection  of  Morbid  Preparations,*  Original 
Drawings,  Casts,  &c.  of  the  utmost  possible  value  to  a Teacher 
of  Midwifery. 

Since  Dr  Kennedy’s  appointment  to  the  Mastership,  he 
has  delivered  four  courses  of  lectures  annually  on  Midwifery 
and  the  Diseases  of  Females  and  Children,  to  the  largest 
class  of  students  in  Practical  Midwifery  in  any  part  of  Eu- 
rope. 

In  addition  to  the  great  advantages  of  this  institution  as 
a Practical  School  of  Midwifery,  it  also  embraces  the  incal- 
culable one  of  possessing  a large  ward  appropriated  exclu- 
sively to  the  treatment  of  diseases  of  females,  and  a dispen- 
sary for  affording  advice  to  infants  and  children. 

The  constant  attentiont  necessarily  devoted  by  Dr  Ken- 
nedy, in  availing  himself  of  these  varied  and  extensive  op- 
portunities of  observation,  as  well  as  the  long  habit  of  lec- 
turing and  instructing  a numerous  class  of  students,  has 
rendered  the  occupation  of  teaching  a matter  of  gratification 
as  well  as  a duty,  and  at  the  same  time  obliged  him  to  cul- 
tivate the  scientific  walks  in  his  branch  of  the  profession. 
He  therefore  feels  that  the  devoting  a portion  of  his  time  to 
the  continuance  of  those  pursuits  would  prove  more  conge- 
nial to  his  habits,  and  believes  that  he  might  be  in  future 
more  usefully  engaged  in  occupying  so  distinguished  a chair 
of  Midwifery  as  that  of  Edinburgh,  than  by  confining  his 
attention  to  private  practice  exclusively .

care  is  about  six.  As  these  are  under  his  direct  management,  and  the  re- 
sponsibility of  their  treatment  rests  with  him,  he  is  obliged  to  visit  them 
daily,  and  often  frequently  in  the  day,  throughout  their  recovery.

tn  order  to  prove  that  the  opportunities  referred  to  have 
not  been  neglected,  as  a means  of  improvement,  or  of  ex- 
tending practical  and  scientific  information  for  the  benefit 
of  the  profession  at  large,  a reference  to  the  different  works 
and  treatises  published  by  Dr  Kennedy,  may  not  be  unsa- 
tisfactory to  the  Honourable  the  Patrons  of  the  University. 
And  that  they  may  be  aware  of  the  perhaps  too  favourable 
notice  that  has  been  bestowed  upon  them  by  Dr  Kennedy’s 
professional  brethren  in  Britain,  on  the  Continent,  and  in 
America,  the  following  brief  extracts  and  references  are 
subjoined : — 

Dr  Kennedy’s  Work  on  Obstetric  Auscultation,  or 
the  Means  of  detecting  the  Existence  of  Pregnancy, 
and  the  Life  or  Death  of  the  Fcetus  before  Birth, 
called  forth  the  following  observations  in  the  London  Me- 
dico-Chirurgical  Review. — January  1834. 

“ No  department  of  the  healing  art  requires  more  skill, 
“ more  caution,  more  of  the  gentlemanly  character,  more  of 
“ sound  information,  than  the  properly  educated  accoucheur 
“ of  the  present  day  : cases  of  the  most  perplexing  difficulty, 
“ involving  character,  fortune,  nay,  life  itself,  and  of  the  most 
“ frightful  danger  and  responsibility,  are  frequently  entrust- 
“ ed  to  his  charge  ; his  opinion  will,  and  ought  to  outweigh 
“ the  opinion  or  wish  of  all  others  : and  his  conduct  may 
“ either  save  or  destroy.  * * * * We  must  now  draw  to  a 
“ close,  leaving  a few  subjects  of  Dr  Kennedy’s  book  unal- 
“ luded  to.  It  is  one  of  sterling  merit,  of  great  practical 
“ utility,  and  better  calculated  to  enforce  the  general  adop- 
“ tion  of  Auscultation,  in  obstetrical  pursuits,  than  any  work 
“ which  has  issued  either  from  our  own  or  from  the  foreign 
“ Medical  Press.  It  is,  indeed,  gratifying  to  remark  the 
<c  zeal,  the  industry,  and  the  high  professional  ability  which 
“ so  much  distinguish  many  of  our  professional  brethren  in 
“ Dublin.  Dr  Kennedy  has  proved  himself  one  of  the  very 
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4C  ablest  among  them,  and  has  conferred  a great  practical 
“ benefit  on  the  public  at  large  by  the  publication  of  his 
44  excellent  observations.” 

From  the  Dublin  Journal  of  Medical  and  Chemical  Science 
(see  March,  1834)  the  following  remarks  are  extracted  : — 

“We  have  now  finished  our  review  of  Dr  Kennedv’s  la- 
44  hours  (we  mean  no  pun  upon  the  word),  and  we  are  re-* 
44  joiced  that  we  have  deferred  the  conclusion  of  our  Review 
44  to  this  number ; for,  in  the  interval  between  the  publica- 
44  tion  of  the  first  part  of  our  Review  and  this,  the  conclud- 
“ ing  portion,  Dr  Kennedy’s  publication  has  undergone  the 
44  the  ordeal  of  criticism  in  other  countries,  and  has  earned 
44  for  its  author  the  justly  deserved  and  well  merited  praise 
£<  which  we  had  felt  was  his  due,  but  which  we  were  chary 
“ in  bestowing,  lest  it  should  be  supposed  that  prejudice  or 
“ partiality  influenced  us  in  favourably  noticing  one  of  the 
44  few  works  brought  out  in  our  city  ; but  after  the  warm 
44  commendation  bestowed  on  the  work  by  distant  periodi- 
44  cals,  we  feel  assured  that  we  may  now,  without  any  im- 
44  putation  of  partiality  or  favour,  say,  that  Dr  Kennedy 
44  has  supplied  a want  long  felt  in  obstetric  medicine ; that 
44  he  has  earned  the  highest  praise  for  the  industry  and  en- 
64  thusiasm  with  which  he  has  cultivated  Auscultation  as 
44  applied  to  midwifery ; and,  in  short,  that  any  one  pre- 
44  suming  to  practise  midwifery,  without  an  attentive  per- 
44  usal  of  the  discoveries  contained  in  his  work,  would  be 
44  even  more  culpable  than  the  physician  who  would  pre- 
44  sume  to  pronounce  on  obscure  diseases  of  the  chest  with- 
44  out  the  knowledge  of  thoracic  auscultation.” 

Professor  Kilian,  the  celebrated  German  accoucheur,  in 
his  44  Operationslehre  fur  Geburtshulfer,”  published  at  Bonn 
in  1834,  alludes  to  the  labours  of  Dr  Kennedy  in  his  work 
on  Auscultation,  as  deserving  44  especial  mention,”  and 


“ ranking  very  high  whilst  Professor  Hohl,  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Halle,  in  his  work  “ Die  Geburtshulfliche  Ex- 
“ ploration,”  published  also  in  1834,  dwells  upon  “ the  ac- 
“ curate  and  successful  investigations  of  Dr  Kennedy  on 
“ this  subject.” 

The  London  British  and  Foreign  Medical  Review  for 
April  1836,  remarks,  “ That  the  observations  of  Dr  Kennedy 
“ on  the  diagnosis  of  the  child’s  death  by  auscultation  are 
“ of  great  importance  and  merit,  and  afford  a striking  ex- 
“ ample  of  what  the  stethoscope  can  do  in  experienced 
“ hands.” 

The  following  is  extracted  from  a communication  ad- 
dressed by  the  late  distinguished  Professor  of  Midwifery 
in  Edinburgh  to  Dr  Kennedy,  and  alludes  to  a question  of 
science  in  which  a difference^  opinion  had  existed  between 
Professor  Hamilton  and  Dr  Kennedy,  but  in  which  Pro- 
fessor H.,  as  will  be  perceived,  with  much  candour,  ulti- 
mately admitted  the  accuracy  of  Dr  K.’s  statements  : — 

“ Edinburgh,  23  St  Andrew’s  Square, 

1st  February  1836. 

“ Dear  Sir, — In  returning  you  my  best  thanks  for  your 
“ very  interesting  work,  I beg  leave  to  request  your  accept- 
“ ance  of  some  practical  observations  which  I have  just 
“ published,  and  I willingly  take  the  opportunity  of  giving 
“ a brief  explanation  of  the  impression  which  your  work  at 
“ first  made  upon  me. 

“ Having  for  above  thirty  years  past  stated,  that,  aceord- 
“ ing  to  my  observation,  the  action  of  the  foetal  heart,  be- 
“ fore  breathing  takes  place,  never  exceeds  sixty,  I expres- 
“ sed  my  conjecture  that  there  might  be  some  mistake  in 
“ the  result  of  the  experiments  with  the  stethoscope.  But? 
“ giving  all  due  credit  to  your  professional  character,  I 
“ stated  that  I should  have  the  matter  expiscated,  and 
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4 accordingly  I requested  my  young  friend  Dr  John  Moir 
“ to  make  experiments  on  the  subject. 

tc  The  result  of  these  experiments  is  candidly  stated  in 
“ the  work  now  presented  to  you.  They  must  be  most  sa- 
“ tisfactory  to  you,  although  to  me  they  are  certainly  sur- 
" prising.  * * * * *

The  following  extract  is  taken  from  a letter  addressed 
by  Dr  Ramsbotham,  Lecturer  on  Midwifery  at  the  London 
Hospital,  to  Dr  Kennedy,  dated  London,  February  6.  1836. 

“ On  these  grounds  it  is  that  I consider  we  are  all  much 
C£  indebted  to  you  for  having  come  so  prominently  forward 
“ on  this  subject.  Your  work  is  deservedly  much  prized 
“ in  London ; and,  since  its  appearance,  medical  men  have 
“ turned  their  minds  with  more  assiduity  than  heretofore 
“ to  the  use  of  the  stethoscope,  for  the  specific  object  of 
“ which  you  have  spoken.  I myself,  for  one,  have  used  it 
“ with  advantage,  and  was  first  induced  to  employ  it  en- 
“ tirely  in  consequence  of  the  cases  and  fact  you  have  not- 
£C  ed.”  After  alluding  to  its  utility  in  inducing  us,  from  a 
knowledge  of  the  child’s  life  or  death  thus  afforded,  to  re- 
lease our  patient  from  protracted  suffering,  or  preserve  the 
child’s  life,  Dr  Ramsbotham  adds  : — “ It  has  given  me 
“ pleasure  to  bear  testimony  in  my  lectures,  not  only  to  the 
“ value  of  the  stethoscope  as  an  obstetric  instrument,  but 
“ also  to  the  scientific  manner  in  which  it  has  been  brought 
“ before  the  profession  by  you.” 

Professor  Beck,  of  New  York,  in  his  celebrated  work  on 
Medical  Jurisprudence,  observes  : — • 

“ In  considering  this  subject  (Pregnancy)  I rely  mainly 
“ on  the  opinion  of  men  skilled  in  the  science  of  Midwifery, 
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44  and  accordingly  have  particularly  noticed  the  works  of 
44  Dr  Kennedy  on  Obstetric  Auscultation,  Dr  Gooch  on 
44  Diseases  of  Women,  Dr  Davis  on  Obstetric  Medicine,  Dr 
44  Blundeifs  Lectures,  Dr  Denman,  Dr  Dewees,”  &c. 

The  Editor  of  the  London  Medical  Quarterly  Review  re- 
marks, vol.  i. 

44  Dr  Kennedy’s  work  is  replete  with  valuable  informa- 
44  tion,  and  its  value  is  greatly  enhanced  by  the  plain  and 
64  unassuming,  yet  forcible  language  in  which  it  is  conveyed. 
44  It  is  impossible  to  read  any  portion  of  it  without  feeling 
44  convinced  that  the  Doctor  is  describing  what  he  has  him- 
44  self  seen  and  heard  ; that  he  has,  in  fact,  written  from  his 
44  own  experience,  and  not  from  that  of  others.” 

Dr  Kennedy’s  Treatise  on  the  Administration  of  Tar- 
tar Emetic  in  Obstetric  Practice  elicited,  amongst 
others,  the  following  notice  in  the  Western  American 
Journal  of  Medical  and  Physical  Science:—’ 

44  Dr  Kennedy’s  remarks  are  the  result  of  many  years’ 
44  experience  in  an  ample  field  of  obstetric  observation. 
44  The  opportunities  afforded  the  managers  of  large  hos- 
44  pitals  in  Europe  have  given  them  many  advantages  in 
44  testing  the  value  of  different  medicines  in  various  dis- 
44  eases.  Dr  Kennedy  is  an  indefatigable  student  of  nature, 
44  as  well  as  a scientific  man,  and  hence  his  remarks  may 
44  be  relied  on  as  strictly  correct.” 

On  Dr  Kennedy’s  Treatise  published  on  Hypertrophy 
and  other  Affections  of  the  Uterus,  Dr  James  John- 
ston observes  in  his  Journal  for  July  1839  : — 

44  A ward  set  aside  for  the  diseases  of  females  in  the  Dub- 
44  lin  Lying-in  Hospital  has  given  our  author  the  means  of 
44  investigating  a class  of  diseases,  which,  for  obvious  reasons, 
44  cannot  be  extensively  examined  in  this  country  at  least. 
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“ Many  judicious  observations  and  directions  follow.  Like 
“ all  Dr  Kennedy’s  communications,  this  paper  is  practical, 
44  and  therefore  highly  interesting.” 

Extract  from  Sir  Philip  Crampton’s  Lecture,  delivered 
before  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  at  the  first  evening 
meeting  of  the  College  of  Surgeons  in  1838,  published  in 
the  Dublin  Medical  Journal  : — 

44  The  unequalled  opportunities  which  this  city  affords  of 
44  advancing  obstetrical  knowledge  have  been  turned  to  a 
44  good  account.  I do  not  allude  to  the  prolific  nature  of 
44  its  inhabitants,  but  the  magnificent  hospital  for  lying-in 
44  women,  the  largest  and  the  best  arranged  in  Europe, 
44  which  has  been  so  long  established  in  this  city.  These 
44  opportunities  have  enabled  the  late  master,  Dr  Collins, 
44  to  bring  forward  a work  replete  with  the  most  valuable 
44  information,  both  medical  and  statistical.  The  present 
44  master,  following  the  steps  of  his  predecessor  with  no  less 
44  ability,  has  greatly  extended  the  benefits  of  the  hospital, 
44  by  opening  a ward  for  the  treatment  of  the  diseases  of 
44  women.  A paper  by  Dr  Kennedy  in  a late  number  of 
44  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Journal,  furnishes  ample  proof 
44  that  the  opportunity  he  has  thus  created  of  investigating 
44  a most  difficult  and  interesting  class  of  diseases  will  be 
44  turned  to  a good  account.” 

The  London  Medico-Chirurgical  Review  remarks  on  Dr 
Kennedy’s  Treatise  upon  Occlusion  of  the  Vagina  and 
Uterus,  published  September  1839. 

44  This  is  a very  good  paper  by  a very  good  accoucheur. 

44  We  have  picked  out  the  principal,  but  not  all  the  hints 
44  that  may  be  of  service  to  our  readers.  Dr  Kennedy  is 
44  zealously  alive  to  the  promotion  of  Obstetric  medicine.” 
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Not  to  multiply  these  extracts  to  an  inconvenient  extent, 
a simple  enumeration  of  some  of  the  other  Treatises,  pub- 
lished by  Dr  Kennedy,  is  subjoined  : —

Dr  Kennedy  further  assisted  in  the  preparation  of  the 
report  as  a member  of  the  Dublin  Committee,  appointed  by 
the  British  Association,  to  investigate  the  motions  in  sounds 
of  the  heart,  and  has  furnished  at  various  times  cases  to 
the  Pathological  and  Obstetrical  Societies,  and  which  have 
been  published  in  the  reports  of  those  Societies. 

These  papers  have  more  or  less  attracted  the  notice  of 
the  standard  writers  and  authors  of  the  present  day,  at 
home  and  abroad  ; amongst  others,  that  of  the  late  Professor 
in  Midwifery  in  your  University,  Professors  Burns,  Graves, 
Stokes,  Sir  Philip  Crampton,  Bart.,  Doctors  Collins,  Rams- 
botham,  Rigby,  Conolly,  Forbes,  the  Editors  of  the  Medical 
Gazette,  Lancet,  Quarterly  Journal,  Medical  Cyclopaedia,  in 
this  country  ; of  Professor  Kilian,  and  Doctors  Hohl,  Busch, 
Naegele,  and  Oppenheim,  in  Germany ; of  Velpeau,  Dubois, 
Boivin,  and  Duges,  the  French  Archives,  Lancet,  &c.  in 
France  ; and  Professor  Dewee,  Hayes,  Beck,  the  American 
and  Western  Journal,  &c.  in  America.

It  is  proper,  in  justice,  to  add,  that  the  same  feeling  of 
delicacy,  lest  they  should  appear  to  be  actively  supporting 
the  pretensions  of  any  particular  Candidate,  has  actuated 
the  Professors  in  the  University  to  the  extent  of  making 
them  hesitate,  even  after  solicitation  on  the  part  of  one  of 
Dr  Evory  Kennedy’s  friends  in  Edinburgh,  to  grant  permis- 
sion to  have  the  Mters  published  which  have  been  addressed 
to  them  in  Dr  Kennedy’s  favour.

I understand  that  the  election  to  the  Chair  of 
Midwifery  in  your  University  is  about  to  take  place.  No 
doubt,  for  such  a distinguished  office  many  candidates  will 
offer,  and,  of  course,  no  person  better  understands  the  great

As  Dr  Evory  Kennedy  has  been  announced  as  a

I do  feel  greatly  interested  in  his  success,  both  from  the 
respect  which  I owe  to  him  as  an  Instructor,  who  has  always 
been  ready  with  his  advice  and  assistance,  to  aid  his  Pupils 
of  whom  I shall  always  feel  proud  of  having  been  one,  as 
well  as  from  a feeling  of  gratitude  for  the  favour  of  his  per- 
sonal friendship. 

In  fact,  I merely  express  the  opinion  of  his  professional 
friends  here,  by  stating  that  in  private  life  he  is  regretted 
as  a friend  ; while,  in  his  public  capacities,  his  loss  as  a Lec- 
turer and  Accoucheur  must  be  acutely  felt  by  the  School  of 
Dublin.

A simple  statement  of  facts  is  perhaps  the  best  testimony 
I can  bear  to  the  professional  merits  of  Dr  Evory  Ken- 


nedy. 
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For  the  last  ten  years  he  has  resided  in,  and  superintend- 
ed, the  Lying-in-Hospital  of  this  city,  and  when  it  is  con- 
sidered that  two  tho  usand  jive  hundred  women  are  annually 
delivered  in  the  Institution,  it  must  be  admitted  that  the 
opportunities  of  acquiring  practical  experience  could  not  be 
surpassed  in  Great  Britain. 

In  this  city  no  exclusive  provision  had  been  made  for  the 
Treatment  of  Diseases  peculiar  to  Females,  and  it  could  not 
be  expected,  that,  in  the  General  Hospital  where  the  claim- 
ants are  so  numerous  and  indiscriminate,  this  class  of  dis- 
eases should  find  that  minuteness  of  attention  and  close- 
ness of  investigation,  which  in  such  cases  are  so  peculiarly 
requisite. 

To  remedy  this  deficiency,  Dr  Kennedy  set  apart  two 
Wards  of  the  Lying-in-Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  those 
diseases,  and  that  the  opportunities  thus  afforded  to  him 
have  not  been  neglected,  is  proved  by  the  Papers  he  has 
published  in  the  Dublin  Medical  Journal,  and  by  the  nume- 
rous Preparations  he  has  presented  to  the  Pathological  So- 
ciety. 

For  the  introduction  of  Obstetric  Auscultation  into  this 
country,  the  Profession  are  justly  indebted  to  Dr  Kennedy, 
and  I am  happy  to  have  this  opportunity  publicly  to  ac- 
knowledge my  share  of  the  common  debt.

Ballingall.

My  Dear  Sir  George,  Not.  14. 1839. 

He  (Dr  Evory  Kennedy)  puts  forward  no  special 
pretensions,  but  trusts  to  his  high  reputation  as  his  advocate 
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before  such  a discerning  community.  This  his  intention  in- 
duces me,  his  former  Pupil,  to  trespass  on  you,  whilst  I ex- 
press my  estimate  of  his  great  attainments  and  full  capabi- 
lity of  filling  your  vacant  Chair-  I have  known  Dr  Ken- 
nedy for  many  years ; known  him  in  the  different  relations 
of  Pupil,  Teacher,  Practitioner,  and  Gentleman.  I became 
his  Pupil  at  an  advanced  period  of  my  medical  education, 
at  a time  of  life  when  I could  best  judge  of  the  value  of 
his  knowledge  ; when  I could  test  its  soundness,  extent,  and 
utility,  by  my  own  experience,  as  also  by  the  degree  and 
manner  of  information  which  I derived  from  other  Professors 
of  the  same  branch  of  Medicine.  I found  it  extensive  and 
varied,  improved  by  experience  and  discreet  judgment.  His 
teaching,  expressed  in  language  clear  and  forcible,  appeared  to 
me  methodized  and  well-digested.  His  rules  and  principles, 
clearly  disposed,  and  based  on  legitimate  data,  derived  weight 
and  corroboration  from  the  vastity  of  his  experience.  He  ap- 
peared never  influenced  by  theory  or  speculation, — never  dis- 
torted facts  to  support  a pet  doctrine ; his  object  and  aim  being 
to  extend  real  improvement  and  establish  truthful  principles. 
Perhaps  I could  not  adduce  a stronger  proof  of  his  popula- 
rity and  superiority  as  a Teacher  than  by  stating,  that  when 
he  became  Master  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  with  all  its  ad- 
vantages, his  class  amounted  only  to  between  40  and  50 
Students,  whilst  now,  though  schools  have  sprung  up  since 
his  accession,  the  number  annually  amount  to  about  120. 
His  Experience  is  perhaps  as  extensive  and  varied  as  that 
of  any  man  in  existence,  arising  from  an  uninterrupted  con- 
nection of  nearly  twelve  years  with  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of 
Dublin.  To  his  capabilities  and  experience  as  a Teacher, 
he  adds  the  important  commendation  of  a general  and 
successful  private  Practitioner ; thus  ensuring  to  his  Pupil 
an  acquaintance  with  the  various  duties  and  relations  he 
may  be,  in  after  life,  called  on  to  discharge.  When  we

When,  on  the  resignation  of  your  late  Professor,  I 
brought  myself  under  your  notice  and  that  of  the  Honour- 
able Electors  to  the  vacant  Chair  of  Midwifery,  I briefly 
stated  the  grounds  upon  which  I presumed  to  think  that  I 
might  be  eligible  to  that  office.  A conviction  of  the  objec- 
tions to  a personal  solicitation  for  Testimonials,  arising  from 
an  experience  of  the  indiscriminate  and  urgent  applications, 
which  had  been  so  frequently  made  to  me,  owing  to  the 
station  I have  held  here,  a feeling  of  the  painful  position  in

I have  been  a clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England, 
chiefly  resident  in  London,  or  its  vicinity,  and  having  had 
occasion  to  come  to  Dublin  twelve  months  ago  on  private 
business,  and  being  thereupon  immediately  appointed  Chap- 
lain of  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  I have  become  acquainted 
with  Dr  Evory  Kennedy,  the  resident  Master  of  the  Hospi- 
tal.

Flaving  been  recently  asked  by  the  Edinburgh  friends  of 
Dr  Evory  Kennedy,  whether  I had  any  objection  to  ex- 
press my  opinion  of  his  qualifications  as  a Candidate  for  the 
vacant  Professorship  of  Midwifery  in  this  University  ?

Having  been  requested  to  give  my  opinion  of  the  quali- 
fications of  Dr  Evory  Kennedy  for  filling  the  office  of  Pro- 
fessor of  Midwifery  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  at  pre  - 
sent vacant,  I think  it  proper  to  say  that  I have  hitherto  re- 
frained from  giving  any  opinion  for  various  reasons,  but 
especially  because  I think  that  whoever  deserves  to  be  Pro- 
fessor of  Midwifery  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh  ought 
to  have  a Literary  and  Professional  reputation,  above  and 
independent  of  all  testimonials,  and  because  I have  seen 
reason  to  conclude  that  testimonials  are  numerous  chiefly 
when  legitimate  claims  are  deficient.  The  merits  of  Dr 
Kennedy,  I believed  to  be  such  as  to  render  Testimonials 
unnecessary.  I have  been  told,  however,  that  though  the 
merits  of  a Candidate  may  be  well  known  to  the  Profession, 
they  may  require  to  be  stated,  if  not  explained,  to  the  Pa- 
trons of  the  University. 

If  such  explanation  be  requisite,  I may  conscientiously 
say  that  I must  regard  Dr  Kennedy  as  the  most  eligible 
Candidate  at  present  before  the  Patrons,  on  the  following 
grounds  : first,  as  an  intelligent  and  original  Writer  on  Ob- 
stetrical subjects  ; secondly,  as  an  able  and  useful  Teacher, 
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and  a popular  and  impressive  Lecturer  ; and  thirdly,  as  an 
Hospital  Physician  of  very  great  experience. 

In  his  first  character,  viz.  that  of  an  original  and  intelli- 
gent Writer,  Dr  Kennedy  has  made  himself  most  favour- 
ably known  to  the  profession,  not  only  in  this  country,  but 
over  the  greater  part  of  the  Continent,  and  also  in  Ameri- 
ca. His  work  on  Obstetric  Auscultation  is  the  result  of 
much  labour  and  experience,  and  would  alone  entitle  him  to 
a high  rank  as  an  accurate  observer,  and  an  original  think- 
er. His  various  papers  in  the  Dublin  Medical  Journal  are 
valuable  contributions,  illustrating  some  of  the  most  difficult 
and  obscure  points  in  Obstetric  Medicine. 

In  his  capacity  as  a Lecturer,  Dr  Kennedy  is  at  once  in- 
structive and  popular.  By  illustrating  and  enforcing  his 
systematic  principles  by  the  ample  experience  of  the  Dub- 
lin Lying-in-Hospital,  he  renders  his  Obstetric  Lectures  pre- 
eminently practiced ; and  the  best  proof  of  the  utility  of 
these  Lectures  is  the  fact,  that  for  several  years  past,  they 
have  been  eagerly  attended,  not  only  by  numerous  medical 
and  surgical  Students,  but  by  a considerable  number  of 
practitioners,  who  are  desirous  to  rectify  and  enlarge  their 
knowledge  on  the  difficult  points  of  obstetrical  practice. 

The  two  circumstances  now  mentioned  would  be  alone 
sufficient  to  entitle  Dr  Kennedy  to  the  honour  of  holding 
the  Obstetrical  Chair  in  the  University  of  this  city.  A 
third  consideration  ought  to  weigh  above  all  other  conside- 
rations with  the  Patrons.  A writer  may  be  elegant  and 
ingenious,  and  a lecturer  may  interest  and  amuse  ; but  the 
only  thing  which  can  make  a physician  a safe  and  useful  In- 
structor, a judicious  adviser,  and  a skilful  practitioner,  is 
Experience  ; especially  that  derived  from  the  practice  of  a 
large  hospital.  Dr  Kennedy  has  been  for  several  years  at 
the  head  of  the  most  extensive  obstetrical  establishment  in 
the  British  dominions  ; and  the  varied  and  extensive  field 
of  experience,  which  he  has  there  enjoyed,  must  be  a satis- 
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factory  proof  of  the  practical  nature  of  his  knowledge.  In 
such  a situation,  the  physician  cannot  fail  to  become  skilful 
and  experienced,  judicious  in  advice,  and  prompt  and  dex- 
terous in  affording  assistance.  I need  not  explain  to  the 
Honourable  Patrons  how  urgently  these  qualities  are  re- 
quired in  the  Physician-accoucheur,  and  how  indispensable 
practical  knowledge  is  to  the  Professor  who  is  to  instruct 
the  Profession  in  the  difficulties  of  obstetrical  practice. 

I have  heard  it  urged  as  an  objection  against  Dr  Kennedy, 
that  the  mortality  of  the  Dublin  Lying-in-Hospital  has 
been  increased  during  his  Mastership.  What  the  fact  is,  I 
know  not ; nor  is  it  of  any  importance.  The  statement,  if 
founded  on  fact,  evinces  a lamentable  degree  of  ignorance 
in  those  by  whom  it  was  made.  It  has  been  long  known  to 
those  conversant  with  hospitals  and  the  sort  of  patients  ad- 
mitted into  them,  that  the  mortality  is  no  proof,  either  of 
the  ignorance  or  the  skill  of  the  physician,  but  depends  al- 
together on  the  nature  of  the  cases  admitted.  Where  the 
mortality  of  hospitals  is  small,  it  shows  merely  that  the 
cases  admitted  are  slight  and  trifling ; where  the  mortality 
is  considerable,  it  shews  that  the  cases  are  serious  and  for- 
midable. This  is  particularly  true  of  Lying-in  Hospitals,  the 
mortality  taking  place  in  which,  has  been  known,  ever  since 
they  were  established,  to  depend  on  causes  totally  beyond 
the  control  of  the  physician. 

If  the  Patrons  wish  to  place  in  the  vacant  Chair  one  who 
is  to  combine  with  ability  in  lecturing  that  matured  judg- 
ment which  Experience  alone  can  furnish,  and  without 
which  Lectures  want  their  most  valuable  recommendation, 
Dr  Evory  Kennedy  is  the  individual  whom  they  should  elect.

Understanding  that  you  are  now  acting  for  your 
friend  Dr  Kennedy,  at  present  a Candidate  for  the  Profes- 
sorship of  Midwifery  in  this  University,  I take  the  freedom, 
unsolicited  by  him,  of  addressing  you,  and  of  adding  my  tes- 
timony in  his  favour  ; because  I think  it  due  to  a man  of 
great  merit,  and  who  is  probably  known  to  a few  only  in 
this  place,  but  who,  if  he  obtains  his  object,  will  prove  a 
most  valuable  acquisition  to  this  University.

Dear  Sir, 

Having  seen  with  surprise  that  slanders  have  been 
circulated,  reflecting  upon  your  mode  of  instruction  at  the 
Dublin  Lying-in  Hospital,  We,  a few  of  your  former  and 
present  pupils,  many  of  us  Medical  and  Surgical  Practi- 
tioners  of  long  standing,  even  at  the  time  of  commencing 
our  studies  under  you,  feel  ourselves  called  upon,  with  one 
voice,  to  come  forward  and  deny,  most  emphatically,  the 
truth  of  those  imputations. 

We  cannot,  on  such  an  occasion,  but  consider  ourselves 
in  justice  bound  to  testify  our  sense  of  your  uniform  and 
unrestricted  kindness,  not  only  to  us  individually,  but,  dur- 
ing the  period  of  our  attendance,  to  the  whole  Class.  And 
we  declare  our  conviction  that  you  shewed  yourself,  in  the 
treatment  of  the  numerous  cases  which  came  under  your 
care,  possessed  of  great  practical  knowledge,  extensive  ac- 
quaintance with  the  science  of  your  profession,  and  talents, 
which  render  you  an  Obstetric  Physician  of  the  highest 
order. 

But  above  all,  we  think  the  system  of  instruction  you 
adopted,  calculated,  in  the  best  possible  way,  to  afford  your 
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pupils  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  that  branch  of  Medi- 
cine, and  one  which  well  deserves  to  be  imitated.  Whilst 
in  going  round  the  wards  of  the  Hospital,  you  never  failed 
to  call  attention  to  every  remarkable  case  which  occurred, 
you  always  did  so  in  such  a way  that  every  one  who  pleased 
could  benefit  by  your  teaching.  By  inquiring  aloud  of  one 
or  other  of  your  numerous  Class,  the  nature  of  the  disease, 
those  with  which  it  might  be  confounded,  and  the  proper 
treatment  to  adopt,  and  then  viva  voce  explaining  your  own 
views,  and  the  facts  upon  which  you  founded  them,  you 
called  forth  a laudable  emulation  amongst  your  audience, 
created  habits  of  observation  and  of  reasoning,  and  by  your 
own  sound  precepts,  instilled  into  their  minds  practical 
hints,  which  they  never  can  forget.  Then,  in  the  Lecture- 
room,  you  still  further,  by  a more  detailed  notice  of  the 
case,  forcibly  pointed  out  the  rule  of  conduct  which,  under 
similar  circumstances,  should  thereafter  guide  them.  Such 
Clinical  Instruction,  though  it  may  at  the  moment  have  in- 
terrupted your  regular  course,  we  hesitate  not  to  affirm, 
never  restricted  or  interfered  with  it,  but,  by  being  calcu- 
lated to  make  us  good  Practitioners,  constituted  one  of  the 
chief  merits  of  your  system.  It  should  not  be  unnoticed, 
that,  in  order  that  no  time  might  thus  be  lost,  and  that 
every  subject  connected  with  the  science  might  be  succes- 
sively considered,  you  delivered  an  additional  course  in 
autumn, — a season  which,  in  all  previous  Masterships,  had 
been  left  unoccupied. 

The  delivery  of  these  Lectures,  too,  cannot  but  demand 
our  praise.  In  addition  to  a style  easy  and  fluent,  you 
combined  a mode  of  expression  the  most  happy.  Though 
conveying  yourself  in  such  terms  as  could  be  understood  by 
the  most  junior  Pupil,  so  practical  and  valuable  was  your 
matter,  that  even  the  most  advanced  could  not  fail  to  listen 
to  you  with  advantage  and  delight.  Simple  yet  classic  in 
your  diction,  your  whole  demeanour  was  such  as  to  excite  a

love  of  science,  and  rivet  the  attention  of  your  auditory.  In 
fine,  we  consider  that,  in  your  deportment  and  phraseology, 
you  combined  the  true  requisites  necessary  to  constitute  a 
popular  and  instructive  Lecturer. 

Such,  Sir,  are  our  unanimous  feelings  with  respect  to 
your  conduct  as  a Gentleman  and  a Teacher  since  we  had 
an  opportunity  of  observing  it,  and  though  happy  in  thus 
expressing  them,  we  cannot  but  regret  the  unworthy  cause 
which  called  them  forth.

Having  been  asked  by  some  of  the  Patrons  to  state 
my  opinion  of  the  qualifications  of  Dr  Evory  Kennedy  to 
fill  the  Chair  in  our  University  now  vacant  by  the  death  of 
Dr  Hamilton,  and  having  received  from  one  of  them,  this 
day,  a letter  urging  the  same  request,  I can  no  longer  hesi- 
tate to  perform  what  I must,  under  these  circumstances, 
consider  as  a duty. 

From  a perusal  of  his  valuable  dissertations  on  subjects 
connected  with  Midwifery,  and  a study  of  his  excellent  and 
satisfactory  work  on  “ Obstetric  Auscultation the  results 
of  which  I had  the  advantage  of  practically  verifying,  under 
Dr  Kennedy’s  auspices,  in  the  magnificent  Lying-in-Hos- 
pital of  Dublin  in  1835, — from  many  conversations  with  this 
acute  and  well  informed  man  on  various  branches  of  a 
science,  much  of  which  is  intimately  connected  with  Medical 
Jurisprudence — I feel  no  hesitation  in  placing  Dr  Kennedy 
in  the  very  first  rank  of  the  scientific  Accoucheurs  of  the 
age. 

From  his  immense  Experience,  for  a long  series  of  years, 
in  the  noblest  Hospital  for  puerperal  women  which  I have 
seen,  either  in  the  British  dominions,  or  in  other  countries, 
— from  the  high  character  which  I found  he  bore  among 
his  professional  brethren  in  Ireland, — from  the  vast  mass  of 
facts  and  observations  which  he  has  stored  up  and  metho- 
dized. the  fruits  of  that  experience, — from  his  happy  mode 
of  communicating  his  knowledge  orally, — and  from  the  favour- 
able reports  I have  received  from  his  numerous  Pupils  of  his 
methods  of  Instruction — -I  must  confess  that  it  would  be  very 
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difficult  to  find  another  person  equally  well  qualified  for  the 
delivery  and  illustration  of  Lectures  on  a subject  in  which, 
above  most  others,  an  extensive  practical  knowledge,  and  a 
long  experience,  are  absolutely  necessary  to  inspire  confi- 
dence, and  to  command  the  deference  of  the  Students. 

Dr  Kennedy  has  been,  for  many  years,  a successful  Teacher 
of  obstetric  medicine  ; and  from  the  enthusiasm  with  which 
his  Prelections  have  been  spoken  of  to  me  by  his  Pupils, 
many  of  whom  have  been,  and  some  now  are  mine,  I can- 
not entertain  a doubt  of  his  possessing  the  best  qualifica- 
tions of  a Teacher — an  union  of  a profound  knowledge  of  his 
subject,  with  the  happy  art  of  gaining  the  confidence  of  his 
pupils.  It  was,  therefore,  not  without  indignation  that  I heard 
of  whispers  and  insinuations  having  been  thrown  out,  and  of 
the  circulation  of  anonymous  slanders,  against  his  mode  of  In- 
struction, apparently  with  the  view  of  injuring,  in  the  eyes  of 
the  Patrons,  a man  who  has  already  obtained  a high  Euro- 
pean reputation— who  is  no  less  remarkable  for  his  enthusi- 
astic and  successful  devotion  to  the  teaching  of  his  art,  than 
for  the  urbanity  and  frankness  of  his  disposition. 

I need  scarcely  do  more  than  allude  to  the  vast  import- 
ance to  the  University,  that  the  Chair  of  Midwifery  be 
filled  by  one,  whose  long  experience  and  very  high  reputa- 
tion as  a skilful  pathologist  and  practitioner,  will  imme- 
diately introduce  him  to  that  rank  as  a consulting  Accoucheur , 
by  which  Dr  Hamilton  added  so  greatly  to  the  reputation  of 
the  University,  and  of  the  City. 

It  may  be  considered  as  unwise  for  the  medical  men  of 
Edinburgh,  to  urge  the  introduction  into  this  place  of  so 
formidable  a rival  as  Dr  Kennedy.  But  I consider  the  ad- 
vantage thus  to  be  gained  for  the  University  paramount  to  any 
such  consideration ; and  doubt  not  that  the  courtesy  of 
manners,  and  gentlemanly  deportment,  which  to  my  know- 
ledge won  for  Dr  Kennedy  the  friendship  and  esteem  of 
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his  medical  brethren  in  Dublin,  will  soon  extinguish  petty 
jealousies,  and  render  him  no  less  acceptable  to  the  practi- 
tioners of  Edinburgh. 

As  a minor,  but  by  no  means  an  unimportant  recommen- 
dation, I would  beg  leave  to  direct  attention  to  the  Cata- 
logue of  the  valuable  Museum,  wholly  his  own  property — a 
collection  which  I know  to  be  particularly  rich  in  Morbid 
Preparations,  in  Casts,  and  in  Drawings,  the  fruits  of  his 
long  and  extensive  Practice,  and  of  his  indefatigable  zeal  in 
procuring  whatever  might  tend  to  the  illustration  of  his  Lec- 
tures, and  to  the  instruction  of  his  pupils. 

The  vital  interests  of  the  University,  and,  let  me  add,  in 
some  measure  of  the  City,  are  involved  in  the  succession  to 
an  important  Practical  Chair,  which  ought  to  be  filled  by 
one,  not  merely  of  respectable  attainments,  but  by  a gentle- 
man who  will  confer  honour  on  the  University,  and  on  the 
judgment  of  the  Patrons.

In  answer  to  yours  of  Saturday,  my  feeling  is  to 
treat  the  reports  you  specify  as  not  meriting  serious  notice. 

The  certain  advantages  I am  giving  up  here,  and  which 
are  daily  improving,  must  be  a better  guarantee  of  my  ear- 
nestness and  capability  as  a Lecturer,  than  any  refutation 
I could  offer  to  the  idle  rumours  you  mention.  Is  it  to  be 
imagined  that  I am  such  an  idiot  as  to  give  up  my  present 
position  and  advantages  here,  and  change  to  Edinburgh,  if 
I were  incompetent  as  a Teacher,  or  unprepared  to  render 
my  Lectures  as  attractive  and  popular  as  the  present  state 
of  our  science  will  by  possibility  admit,-— knowing  as  I do, 
that  my  benches  would  otherwise  be  deserted,  and  that  my 
success  in  practice  in  Edinburgh  must  depend  entirely  upon 
the  character  I may  gain  there  as  a Teacher  ? 

The  matter  stands  thus  : I am  in  possession  of  a certainty, 
and  can  calculate  upon  the  highest  remuneration  and  sta- 
tion the  profession  here  affords  ; I forego  all  this,  and  take 
the  chance  of  success  in  Edinburgh  upon  the  contingency  of 
my  succeeding  as  a Lecturer  there.

Letter  from  Robert  Collins,  M.  D.,  late  Master  of  the  Dublin 
Lying-in  Hospital,  to  the  Lord  Provost. 

Merrion  Square, 

My  Lord,  Jan.  24. 1340. 

I take  the  liberty,  with  very  great  respect,  to  address 
your  Lordship,  in  consequence  of  a malicious  statement  with 
which  I have  been  made  acquainted,  by  a perusal  of  the 
Testimonial  of  Dr  Craigie,  the  highly  respected  Editor  of 
the  Edinburgh  Medical  and  Surgical  Journal,  in  support  of 
Dr  Evory  Kennedy’s  pre-eminent  competency  to  fill  the 
vacant  Chair  of  Midwifery  in  the  University. 

In  Dr  Craigie’s  Testimonial,  he  states,  it  has  been  report- 
ed publicly,  in  order  to  detract  from  Dr  Kennedy’s  high 
character,  that  the  mortality  in  the  Dublin  Lying-in  Hos- 
pital has  increased  during  the  period  he  has  had  the  medical 
superintendence.  I cannot  avoid  describing  this  charge  as 
one  totally  devoid  of  justice,  and  unworthy  of  the  least  at- 
tention of  the  Patrons.  It  must  have  been  made  by  an  in- 
dividual completely  unacquainted  with  the  chief  cause  of  the 
mortality  in  the  Dublin  Lying-in  Hospital,  as  well  as  in  that 
of  every  other  Lying-in  Hospital ; or  to  serve  a sinister  pur- 
pose. 

All  physicians  who  have  ever  had  the  charge  of  a Lying-in 
Hospital,  are  but  too  well  acquainted  with  the  fact,  that 
'puerperal  fever  is  the  great  source  of  the  mortality  in  such 
Institutions. 

It  has  been  solely  owing  to  the  occasional  prevalence  of 
this  disease,  that  the  mortality  in  our  Hospital  has  been  greater 
since  Dr  Kennedy’s  appointment  than  for  four  years  pre- 
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ceding  his  Mastership,  during  which  there  was  not  a single  case 
of  Puerperal  Fever.  The  mortality,  however,  since  Dr  Ken- 
nedy’s period  in  office,  has  not  been  more  than  one-half 
of  that  in  several  former  periods  in  our  Hospital ; nor  eqnal 
to  one-half  of  what  has  occurred  in  the  Edinburgh  Hospital ; 
nor  equal  to  one-fourth  of  the  mortality  in  the  great  Hos- 
pital in  Paris  when  puerperal  fever  prevails. 

I feel  called  upon  to  give  this  explanation  to  your  Lord- 
ship,  in  order  to  put  the  Honourable  the  Patrons  of  the 
University  in  possession  of  the  unquestionable  facts  I have 
stated,  and  in  this  way  make  the  truth  known.  I also  feel  it 
an  act  of  justice  to  Dr  Kennedy,  as  having  not  only  the 
ample  experience  of  a seven  years’  residence  as  Master  of 
our  Hospital  myself,  but  as  having  scrupulously  attended 
ever  since  to  the  interests  of  the  Charity  when  under  the 
management  of  Dr  Kennedy,  than  whom,  no  Physician 
since  its  foundation  ever  gave  more  satisfaction  to  the  Go- 
vernors and  Guardians,  by  his  unremitting  and  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  duties.

PREPARATIONS  TO  ILLUSTRATE  THE  STRUCTURE  OF  THE 
GRAVID  UTERUS,  AND  THE  ANATOMY  AND  PATHOLOGY 
OF  THE  OVUM. 

B.  a.  1.  Gravid  Uterus,  with  its  contents  at  the  end  of  the 
period  of  pregnancy.  The  anterior  wall  of  the  uterus 
has  been  divided,  and  the  placenta  may  be  seen  par- 
tially detached  from  it. 

B,  a..  2,  A very  singular  specimen  of  Extra-uterine  Preg- 
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nancy . The  child,  which  has  arrived  at  the  full  pe- 
riod, may  be  seen  partly  contained  in  a cyst,  the  ante- 
rior wall  of  which  is  formed  by  the  flattened  uterus, 
which  organ  appears  elongated  to  the  extent  of  twelve 
inches. 

The  divided  uterus  (the  compressed  cavity  of  which 
is  quite  empty)  may  be  seen  in  front,  and  behind  it 
the  child,  with  its  trunk  and  lower  extremities  pro- 
truding through  a rent  in  the  cyst ; though,  when  an 
examination  of  the  body  was  made  soon  after  death, 
the  lower  extremities  alone  protruded.  The  walls  of 
the  cyst  are,  at  the  least,  two  lines  in  thickness  ; and 
to  its  posterior  part  the  placenta  is  attached.  This  has 
been  by  some  imagined  to  be  a case  of  ovarian,  by 
others  of  tubal  pregnancy.  Its  real  nature  it  is  not 
very  easy  to  determine,  for  only  the  left  fallopian  tube 
could  be  found,  and  the  most  careful  search  could  not 
detect  either  ovary. 

B.  a.  3.  Foetus  at  the  sixth  month,  with  its  Placenta  and 
Membranes.  The  chorion  has  been  partly  reflected, 
in  order  to  display  the  foetus  enveloped  in  the  sac  of 
the  amnios. 

B.  a.  4.  Foetus  blighted  at  the  fifth  month.  The  mother 
went  to  her  full  period,  and  was  then  delivered  of  one 
living  child  ; and,  on  the  placenta  being  expelled,  a 
second  blighted  foetus  was  found  connected  to  it.  The 
placenta  has  been  injected  from  the  umbilical  cord  of 
the  living  child,  whence  a very  large  vein  may  be  no- 
ticed, running  to  the  funis  of  the  blighted  child,  its 
death  having  probably  been  caused  by  the  other  having 
monopolized  its  nourishment. 

B.  a.  5.  Foetus  nearly  at  the  fifth  month,  with  its  cord,  pla- 
centa, and  a portion  of  its  membranes.  The  cord  is 
twisted  once  round  the  neck  of  the  foetus. 

B,  a . 6.  A Foetus  and  its  Membranes  between  the  fourth 
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and  fifth  months.  A portion  of  the  membranes  has  been 
removed,  in  order  better  to  display  the  foetus.  (R.  C.) 

B.  a.  7.  Foetus  and  Membranes,  about  the  second  month. 
The  preparation  exhibits  very  beautifully  the  villosities 
of  the  chorion,  which  are  the  rudiments  of  the  placen- 
ta, and  to  which  the  umbilical  cord  of  the  foetus  may 
be  seen  passing. 

B.  a.  8.  Diseased  Ovum,  probably  about  the  sixth  week. 
The  foetal  membranes  appear  adherent  to  the  decidua, 
dropsy  of  the  amnios  appears  to  have  existed,  and  the 
umbilical  cord  is  hydropic. 

B.  a.  9.  Ovum  about  the  sixth  week.  The  decidua  reflexa 
has  been  partly  removed,  in  order  to  display  the  floc- 
culent  structure  of  the  chorion.  Within  the  amnion 
may  be  seen  the  foetus  resting  on  a piece  of  coloured 
paper. 

B.  a.  10.  Another  Ovum,  nearly  as  old  as  the  preceding 
one.  On  the  outer  surface  of  the  chorion  may  be  seen 
the  flocculi,  small  and  delicate,  gradually  disappearing 
from  the  membrane,  except  at  that  part  where  the 
placenta  becomes  developed.  On  the  amnion  may  be 
seen  a small  white  spot,  the  remains  of  the  vesicula 
umbilicalis. 

B.  a.  11.  Foetus  about  the  fourth  week,  in  the  sac  of  the 
amnion,  to  which  a portion  of  the  chorion  adheres.  In 
the  upper  part  of  the  sac  of  the  amnion  may  be  seen 
the  umbilical  vesicle  ; the  extremities  of  the  foetus  are 
just  beginning  to  sprout.  (R.  C.) — Presented  by  Dr 
Collins. 

B.  a.  12.  Diseased  Ovum,  of  unknown  date.  The  flocculent 
structure  of  the  chorion  may  be  well  seen  at  those  parts 
where  the  decidua  reflexa  is  absent.  The  amnion  is 
considerably  smaller  than  the  chorion,  a large  inter- 
nal space  being  left  between  the  two  membranes.  The 
foetus  must  have  been  blighted  at  a very  early  period, 
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but  is  distinguishable  just  within  the  amnion.  A duct 
may  be  seen  leading  from  it  to  the  umbilical  vesicle, 
which  is  about  the  size  of  a mustard-seed. 

B.  a.  13.  The  Membranes  of  an  Ovum  of  about  the  fifth 
week.  The  decidua  reflexa  is  very  well  exhibited.  The 
foetus,  however,  has  disappeared. 

B.  a.  14.  Membranes  of  an  Ovum  of  about  the  fifth  week. 
The  decidua  shews  remarkably  well  the  form  of  the 
uterus.  The  blighted  remains  of  a foetus  are  still  dis- 
tinguishable. 

B.  a.  15.  Decidua  Vera  and  Reflexa,  with  part  of  the  Cho- 
rion, from  an  abortion  at  the  fifth  week. 

B.  a.  16.  A beautiful  specimen  of  the  Chorion  and  Amnion, 
from  the  same  subject  as  the  preceding. 

B.  a . 17.  Chorion,  from  an  abortion  at  the  fifth  week, 
(R.  C.) 

B.  a.  18.  Chorion,  from  an  abortion  of  unknown  date. 

B.  a.  19.  Portion  of  Membrane  and  Blighted  Foetus,  which 
were  discharged  in  a mass  of  hydatids. 

B.  a . 20.  Morbid  Ovum  affected  with  tubercular  disease,  so 
called,  from  the  nodulated  appearance  presented  by  the 
cavity  of  the  ovum.  In  the  present  instance,  the  am- 
nion has  been  in  part  detached  from  the  chorion,  to 
which  it  adhered  by  filaments,  the  remains  of  some  of 
which  are  still  visible  on  the  foetal  surface  of  the  cho- 
rion. The  decidua  is  thickened,  and  extensively  dis- 
eased, it  appearing  as  though  blood  had  been  poured 
out  into  its  substance,  and  between  it  and  the  flocculi 
of  the  chorion,  in  such  a manner,  as  to  produce  the  tu- 
berculated  appearance.  The  remains  of  a foetus,  and 
the  umbilical  vesicle  degenerated  to  a white  speck,  are 
distinguishable  in  the  upper  part  of  the  preparation. 
(R.  C.) 

B.  a.  21.  Tuberculated  Ovum  about  the  tenth  week. 

B.  a.  22.  Exhibits  the  Villosities  of  the  Shaggy  Chorion. 
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B,  a.  23.  Exhibits  the  Sac  of  the  Decidua  Reflexa,  arising 
by  a narrow  neck  from  the  orifice  of  the  fallopian  tube, 
where  alone  it  is  continuous  with  the  decidua  vera.  At 
every  other  point  these  membranes  float  unconnected 
with  one  another. 

B.  a.  24.  Membrane  thrown  off  in  dysmenorrhoea.  (?) 

B.  a.  25.  Foetus  and  Ovum  at  the  sixth  week. 

B.  a.  26.  Portion  of  Injected  Uterus,  with  Placenta  ad- 
hering to  it.

RIATIONS FROM  THE  NATURAL  GROWTH,  AND  THE  PATHO- 
LOGY OF  THE  FCETUS  AND  CHILD. 

a.  Preparations  displaying  the  Structure  and  Peculiarities  of  the 

Foetus. 

C.  a.  1.  Dissection  of  the  Sanguiferous  System  of  the  Foetus. 
The  umbilical  vein,  together  with  the  vena  porta,  which 
communicates  with  it  in  the  liver,  are  painted  yellow  ; 
and  the  ductus  venosus,  a continuation  of  the  vena  um- 
bilicalis  into  the  venae  cavae  hepaticae,  is  shewn  white ; 
the  venae  innominatae,  the  cavae,  and  the  right  auricle, 
are  filled  with  green  injection  ; the  right  ventricle,  left 
auricle,  and  pulmonary  vessels,  appear  blue.  The  white 
colour  denotes  the  ductus  arteriosus,  the  branch  of  com- 
munication between  the  pulmonary  artery  and  the  arch 
of  the  aorta  ; while  the  whole  aortic  system  of  vessels 
is  filled  with  red  injection. 

C.  a.  2.  Injected  Preparation,  shewing  the  foetal  circulation. 
The  arterial  system  is  here  coloured  red ; the  venous 
system  and  vena  porta  black  ; the  umbilical  vein,  duc- 
tus venosus,  and  ductus  arteriosus  yellow. 

£1,  a.  3.  The  same.  The  arterial  system  is  here  coloured 
red  ; the  venous  system  and  right  auricle  green  ; the 
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right  ventricle  and  left  auricle  black  ; the  left  ventricle, 
ductus  venosus,  and  ductus  arteriosus,  yellow. 

C.  a.  4.  Preparation,  exhibiting  the  Relative  Anatomy  of 
the  Thoracic  and  Abdominal  Viscera  in  the  Foetus  at 
the  eighth  month.  A bristle  indicates  the  situation  of 
the  left  testicle,  which  has  not  yet  descended  into  the 
scrotum. 

C.  a.  5.  Dissection  of  a Male  Foetus  between  the  fifth  and 
sixth  months,  shewing  the  testicles  which  are  begin- 
ning their  descent  into  the  scrotum.  The  lobulated 
form  of  the  kidneys,  and  the  large  size  of  the  renal 
capsules,  are  worthy  of  notice. 

C.  «.  6.  Female  Foetus  at  the  fifth  month  ; the  inverted 
position  of  the  feet  should  be  noticed  ; it  is  in  this  case 
greater  than  usual.  The  persistence  of  this  position  of 
the  feet  in  after  life,  constitutes  that  form  of  club-foot 
to  which  the  name  of  Talipes  Varus  has  been  applied. 

C.  a.  7.  Female  Foetus  between  the  third  and  fourth  months. 

C.  a.  8.  Foetus  near  the  third  month  laid  open,  to  exhibit 
the  relative  anatomy  of  the  thoracic  and  abdominal  vis- 
cera. 

C.  9,  10,  11,  12.  Foetuses,  from  the  ninth  to  the  twelfth 
week. 

C.  a.  13.  Triplets  about  the  sixth  week. 

C.  a.  14.  Foetal  Heart,  exhibiting  the  foramen  ovale  and 
valve. 

C.  a.  15.  Foetus  about  the  fourth  month  laid  open,  in  order 
to  exhibit  the  relative  anatomy  of  its  viscera  ; the  tes- 
ticle is  just  about  entering  the  internal  ring. 

C.  a.  16.  This  extraordinary  preparation  exhibits  an  abor- 
tion consisting  of  five  children  simultaneously  conceived 
On  examination  there  appear  three  ova,  one  single, 
with  its  own  placenta ; whilst  the  others  are  twin,  or 
each  furnished  with  a common  placenta.  The  preg- 
nancy was  about  three  months  in  duration  See  Dub- 
lin Journal,  January  1840. 
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C.  a.  17.  Foetus  at  the  fourth  month  injected  and  dissected.

C.  a . 21.  Blighted  Foetus  at  the  sixth  week,  which  lay  for 
some  time  after  its  death  in  utero. 

C.  a.  22.  Series  of  Foetal  Skeletons,  illustrative  of  the  osse- 
ous development  and  epiphyses. 


b.  Preparations  of  Malformations  and  Diseases  of  the  Foetus  and 

Child. 

C.  h.  1.  “ Cyclops  Child , which  was  still-born  at  the  full 
period.  Its  trunk  and  extremities  are  perfectly  well 
developed,  hut  it  presents  no  vestige  of  a nose,  and  has 
hut  one  eye , which  occupies  the  centre  of  the  forehead.” 
See  Children’s  Case  Book,  p.  18. 

C.  b.  2.  Head  of  a Monoculous  Foetus , which  was  born  alive 
at  the  eighth  month,  and  survived  for  a few  minutes. 
The  trunk  and  extremities  were  well  formed,  but  the 
head  is  rather  small,  and  a single  eye  is  situated  in  the 
centre  of  the  forehead.  The  nose  is  entirely  absent ; 
the  eyelids  are  furnished  with  tarsal  cartilages,  and 
fringed  with  eye-lashes,  while  above  them  is  a small 
pyriform  pendulous  projection  attached  to  the  scalp  by 
its  smaller  extremity.  When  the  head  was  opened,  the 
greater  part  of  the  cranium  was  found  occupied  by 
serum.  The  concha  of  the  frontal  bone  was  perfect, 
but  the  ethmoid  was  absent.  The  eye  was  furnished 
with  a double  set  of  muscles,  but  a single  optic  nerve  ; 
and  of  that,  indeed,  nothing  existed  but  the  neurilema, 
for  the  nervous  substance  appeared  to  have  been  de- 
stroyed. 

C.  b.  3.  Brain  of  the  preceding  Foetus.  The  record  of  its 
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recent  appearance  having  been  mislaid,  the  following 
description  refers  to  it  as  it  appeared  after  being  pre- 
served for  two  years.  The  whole  cerebrum  is  flattened 
and  compressed  (probably  owing  to  the  external  hy- 
drocephalus) : it  consists  of  but  one  hemisphere,  a con- 
dition found  in  cyclops  foetuses,  the  posterior  lobes 
are  entirely  wanting,  and  the  whole  development  of 
the  organ  appears  not  only  arrested  but  disturbed.  The 
cerebellum  is  perfectly  natural,  as  are  the  corpora  res- 
tiformia,  but  the  olivary  bodies  and  pyramids  on  each 
side  appear  confounded  together,  though  their  fibres 
take  their  natural  course  through  the  pons.  The  large 
size  of  the  corpora  quadrigemina  seems  to  indicate  that 
the  development  of  the  brain  was  interrupted  at  an 
early  period  ; the  optic  thalami  are  also  large ; a sul- 
cus between  them  represents  the  third  ventricle,  and 
a bristle  can  be  passed  along  the  iter  a tertio  ad  quar- 
tum  ventriculum  ; there  is  no  trace  of  lateral  ventri- 
cles, and  it  was  not  found  possible  to  identify  the  other 
parts  of  the  brain.  The  only  nerves  now  existing  are 
the  third  pair,  and  the  fifth,  which  occupy  their  natural 
situation : the  point  of  origin  of  the  facial  is  also  dis- 
cernible, and  probably  some  other  nerves  may  have 
existed,  though  not  now  to  be  found.  Though  the  valve 
of  Vieussens  is  perfect,  there  was  not  a trace  of  the 
fourth  pair  of  nerves.  The  optic  nerves  could  not  be 
found. 

C.  b.  4.  Head  of  an  Anencephalous  Foetus,  termed  by  the 
Germans  a cat-headed  monster,  which  was  still-born 
in  the  eighth  month  of  pregnancy.  The  foetus  was 
of  the  male  sex,  and  well  formed  in  all  other  parts,  but 
the  calvarium  was  absent,  and  its  place  supplied  by  a 
thin  highly  vascular  pellicle  continuous  with  the  skin  ; 
under  this  pellicle  there  was  considerable  extravasa- 
tion of  blood,  which  had  in  parts  burst  through  and 
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destroyed  it.  On  removing  this  blood  carefully,  all  that 
exists  of  a brain  was  found  (it  here  rests  upon  a piece 
of  blue  paper) ; posteriorly  it  was  connected  slenderly 
with  the  spinal  marrow,  anteriorly  it  prolonged  itself 
into  a sort  of  stalk,  which  afterwards  bifurcated,  one 
branch  passing  towards  each  eye,  while  on  either  side 
it  gave  off  two  branches  (both  of  which  may  be  seen 
perfect  on  the  right  of  the  spectator),  which  passed 
through  foramina  in  the  skull ; but  no  rudiments  of 
other  nerves  are  discernible.  The  whole  of  the  back 
part  of  the  occipital  bone  is  absent,  and  the  dura  mater 
of  the  spinal  cord  terminates  posteriorly  in  a well  de- 
fined falciform  edge,  while  anteriorly  it  is  continuous 
with  the  dura  mater  lining  the  base  of  the  skull.  Within 
the  dura  mater,  and  continuous  laterally  with  the  skin, 
may  be  seen  a membrane,  probably  the  arachnoid, 
which  was,  so  far  as  could  be  well  ascertained,  the 
posterior  part  of  the  same  pellicle  which  supplied  the 
place  of  the  skull.  (R.  C.) 

C.  b.  5.  Head  of  another  Anencephalous  Foetus.  “ The 
whole  of  the  superior  bones  of  the  head  were  wanting, 
their  place  being  supplied  by  a thin  membrane,  which 
covered  a portion  of  brain  about  as  long  as  an  apple. 
The  base  of  the  skull  was  perfect,  and  there  was  no 
spina  bifida.”  See  Children’s  Case  Book,  p.  14. 

C.  b.  6.  Portion  of  the  Mesentery  of  an  adult  female,  in  the 
centre  of  which  is  an  aperture  of  an  oval  form.  (R.  C.) 

C.  b.  7.  Curious  malposition  of  the  Viscera  in  a female 
child,  which  lived  for  four  hours  after  birth,  during 
which  time  borborygmus  was  heard  in  the  chest,  and 
the  heart  was  found  beating  much  to  the  right  side  of  its 
natural  position.  The  heart  is  seen  rather  to  the  right 
of  the  spine,  the  left  lung  behind  it  compressed  against 
the  left  side  of  the  spine,  and  much  flattened  ; the  right 
lung  is  also  compressed,  though  it  appears  to  have 
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served  for  respiration.  The  oesophagus  preserves  its 
natural  relations  in  the  chest,  passes  through  the  pro- 
per opening  in  the  diaphragm,  but  has  no  sooner  en- 
tered the  abdomen,  than  it  turns  up  into  the  chest 
through  a large  opening  in  the  diaphragm  ; the  spleen 
and  stomach  are  in  the  chest , the  former  close  to  the 
spine,  the  latter  with  its  great  arch  turned  upwards, 
and  the  p)dorus  very  near  the  point  at  which  the  oeso- 
phagus entered,  and  through  this  same  opening  the 
duodenum  passes  into  the  abdomen.  The  duodenum 
is  situated  in  the  abdomen,  entirely  to  the  left  side  of 
the  spine,  and  forming  an  arch,  the  convexity  of  which 
is  turned  to  the  right  ; the  intestine  again  enters  the 
chest,  and  the  whole  of  the  small  intestines  are  situated 
in  that  cavity,  with  the  exception  of  about  the  last  sixth 
of  the  ileum  which  re-enters  the  abdomen.  In  the  ab- 
domen we  find  also  the  coecum  lying  to  the  left  of  the 
spine,  but  preserving  its  peritoneal  connections ; the 
ascending  colon  is  in  the  abdomen,  but  the  transverse 
once  more  mounts  into  the  chest , there  forms  a curve, 
and  then  descends  into  the  abdomen,  in  which  are  situa- 
ted the  descending  colon,  and  sigmoid  flexure  of  that 
gut.  The  pelvic  viscera  are  in  their  natural  situation. 
The  liver  is  pushed  much  to  the  right,  and  the  ductus 
choledochus  is  considerably  lengthened,  in  order  to 
reach  the  duodenum  ; the  right  kidney  holds  nearly  its 
natural  position,  but  the  left  is  lower  than  usual. 

C.  b.  8.  Specimen  of  a complete  Hypospadias,  with  very 
small  penis,  and  partial  fissure  of  the  scrotum. 

C.  b.  9.  Heart  of  a still-born  Foetus,  presenting  an  exceed- 
ingly remarkable  malformation.  It  consists  of  but  one 
ventricular  cavity , and  that  the  left  (or  at  least  the 
right  ventricle,  is  scarcely  indicated),  from  which  arises 
a single  vessel  which  gives  off  a right  and  left  pulmo- 
nary artery,  then  continuing  its  course  furnishes  a 
common  trunk,  whence  arise  first  an  artery  for  the 
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left  side,  and  then  an  arteria  innominata,  which  gives 
off  the  subclavian  and  carotid  of  the  right  side.  In 
the  left  ventricle  is  a well  formed  mitral  valve,  and 
some  tendinous  fibres,  just  below  the  right  auricle, 
would  appear  to  be  indications  of  the  tricuspid  valve. 
The  right  auricle  is  large,  and  receives  the  two  venae 
cava?  as  usual  ; the  foramen  ovale  is  furnished  with  its 
valve,  but  the  left  auricle  is  exceedingly  small,  and  has 
no  communication  with  the  ventricle,  except  indirectly 
through  the  foramen  ovale  ; one  left  and  two  right  pul- 
monary veins,  however,  empty  into  it  naturally.  There 
also  seems  to  be  but  one  coronary  artery  present,  cor- 
responding in  situation  and  course  to  the  left.  This 
form  of  heart  bears  a close  resemblance  to  the  heart  of 
the  Ophidia. 

C.  b.  10.  Urinary  Apparatus  of  a still-born  Male  Foetus,  in 
which  the  prostatic  portion  of  the  urethra  was  imper- 
forate. The  mucous  lining  of  the  bladder  may  be  ob- 
served to  terminate  in  a cul  de  sac  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  urethra,  and  a bit  of  blue  paper  indicates 
the  point  were  the  urethra  again  becomes  pervious  ; it 
being  obliterated  for  about  three  lines.  The  sacculated 
appearance  and  thickened  coats  of  the  bladder  (the  re- 
sult of  distension)  deserve  notice,  as  do  the  ureters , en- 
larged to  the  size  of  the  small  intestine  of  the  adult , and 
the  kidneys,  one  of  which  is  laid  open  and  shews  the 
cortical  structure  completely  destroyed.  On  cutting 
into  the  urinary  passages  about  eight  ounces  of  fluid 
escaped,  exactly  resembling  serum,  and  not  yielding  a 
trace  of  urea  on  chemical  examination. — (R.  C.) 

C.  b.  11.  Specimen  of  Imperforate  Rectum  from  a Child 
which  died  on  the  fourth  day  after  birth.  In  the  up- 
per part  of  the  glass  may  be  seen  the  greatly  distended 
colon  : the  rectum  reduced  to  an  imperforate  cord  passes 
down  on  the  right  side  of  the  uterus,  its  situation  indi- 
cated by  a black  thread,  while  the  anus  itself  was  na- 
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tural,  and  is  here  laid  open,  and  extended  on  a piece  of 
glass.  • 

C.  b.  12.  Specimen  of  Talipes  Varus.  The  parts  have  been 
dissected,  in  order  better  to  exhibit  the  nature  of  the 
deformity.  The  shape  and  position  of  the  bones  of  the 
foot  will  be  observed  to  be  much  altered  : the  round 
head  of  the  Astragalus  is  turned  downwards  and  in- 
wards, its  upper  surface  directed  forwards  and  inwards, 
its  lower  surface  downwards  and  outwards.  The  tu- 
berosity of  the  os  calcis  is  turned  inwards,  and  drawn 
upwards  by  the  action  of  the  gastrocnemius,  while  the 
scaphoid  bone  and  whole  plantar  surface  of  the  foot  are 
directed  towards  the  tibial  side  of  the  leg,  a position 
which  the  shortened  tibialis  anticus  greatly  helps  to 
maintain. — (R.  C.) 

C.  b.  13.  Umbilical  Cord  of  a child  with  unhealthy  ulcera- 
tion at  its  base  : the  child  died,  in  consequence  of  the 
irritation  and  copious  suppuration  from  the  ulcerated 
surface. 

C.  b.  14.  Pharynx,  Oesophagus,  and  Stomach,  from  a child 
which  died  on  the  third  day  after  birth,  from  inflamma- 
tion of  those  parts  : the  oesophagus  and  pharynx  still  ex- 
hibit a marked  degree  of  vascularity.  See  Children’s 
Case-Book,  p.  14. 

C.  b.  15.  Inflamed  Stomach  of  a child,  the  result  of  the  too 
free  administration  of  calomel. 

C.  b.  16.  Lower  extremity  of  a child,  which  was  born  with 
deficiency  of  the  skin  over  the  internal  malleolus,  and  of 
part  of  the  dorsum  of  the  foot. 

C.  b.  17.  Heart  of  a child  which  died  on  the  third  day  from 
birth,  the  respiration  never  having  been  carried  on  with 
facility  : blood  is  seen  effused  in  several  places  between 
the  substance  of  the  heart  and  its  serous  envelope. 

C.  b.  18.  Enlarged  and  inflamed  Heart  of  a child  which  died 
of  pericarditis  within  a few  days  of  birth. 
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C.  b.  19.  Head  of  a hydrocephalic  Foetus,  the  size  of  which 
rendered  perforation  necessary  in  order  to  effect  deli- 
very. 

C.  b.  20.  Syphilitic  copper-coloured  eruption  on  the  skin  of 
a newly-born  child. 

C.  b.  21.  Hernia  of  the  Lobulus  caudatus  protruding  through 
the  umbilicus  beside  the  cord.  (H.  F.) 

C.  b.  22.  The  brain  of  a monoculous  monster.  (See  Case- 
book.) 

C.  b , 23.  The  senile  face  of  a syphilitic  child.  (H.  F.) 

C.  b.  24.  Exhibits  the  thinning  of  the  Abdominal  Parietes, 
previous  to  the  formation  of  Ventral  Hernia.  (H,  F.) 

C.  b.  25.  Heart  of  a Foetus,  exhibiting  Venereal  Purpura. 
(H.  F.) 

C.  b.  26.  Tuberculated  Ovum  at  the  third  month,  (H.  F.) 

C.  b.  27.  Constriction  of  the  Cord  close  to  the  Umbilicus, 
from  a still-born  Foetus.  (H.  F.) 

C,  b.  28.  Ovum  at  the  third  month.  The  placental  rudiments 
appear  on  the  upper  part  of  the  posterior  wall.  (II.  F.) 

C.  b.  29.  Shews  the  fissured  state  of  the  Anus,  arising  from 
Syphilis.  (H.  F.) 

C.  b.  30.  Hydrocephalic  Foetus  at  the  fifth  month.  (H.  F.) 

C.  b.  31.  Lungs  of  a still-born  Foetus,  in  which  phthisical 
tubercles  are  found  in  a state  of  softening.  This  case 
is  particularly  interesting,  as  shewing  that  consumption 
may  arrive  at  an  advanced  stage  in  the  child  in  the 
womb.  The  mother  died  of  consumption  immediately 
after  her  delivery.  (See  H.  a.  9.) 

C.  b.  32.  Spinal  cord  of  a child  who  died  of  Trismus. 

C.  b.  33.  Umbilical  Cord  which  became  ruptured  during  de-^ 
livery.  (See  C.  B.) 

C.  b.  34.  Preparation  exhibiting  a congenital,  encysted,  or 
hydatid  tumour  surrounding  the  jugular  vein  of  the 
right  side.  (See  G.  a.  31.) 

C.  b.  35.  Section  of  the  Head  of  a newly-born  Foetus  exhi-* 
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biting  a slough  over  the  temporal  bone,  the  result  of 
pressure  in  a case  delivered  with  the  forceps. 

C.  b.  36.  Section  of  the  Foetal  Lung  in  a child  tainted  with 
Syphilis,  exhibiting  purpurous  spot. 

C.  b.  37.  Foetus  at  the  sixth  month  and  a fortnight. 

C.  b.  38.  Foetus  about  the  twenty-second  week,  with  its  pla- 
centa and  membranes. 

C.  b.  40.  Foetus  about  the  twenty-fourth  week. 

C.  b.  41.  Foetus  affected  with  dropsy  and  desquamation.  (See 
A.  b.  4.)  The  whole  ovum  was  dropsical  in  this  case. 

C.  b.  42.  Hydrorachitis  combined  with  hydrocephalic  effu- 
sion into  lateral  ventricles,  and  unfolding  of  the  brain. 
The  tumour  projecting  from  the  occiput  communicates 
with  the  interior  of  the  head. 

C.  b.  43.  Congenital  Phymosis. 

C.  b.  44.  Section  of  the  cutaneous  texture  of  the  buttock  of 
a syphilitic  Foetus,  exhibiting  the  congenital  purpurous 
' eruption. 

C.  b.  45.  Stomach  of  a Child,  she  wing  similar  purpurous  spots. 

C.  b.  46.  Section  of  cutaneous  texture  of  face  in  same  child. 

C.  b.  47.  Congenital  coppery  eruption  on  foot. 


PREPARATIONS  OF  THE  REPRODUCTIVE  SYSTEM  IN  VARIOUS 

ANIMALS. 

D.  a.  1.  Sexual  apparatus  of  the  Female  land  Tortoise. 
The  different  points  worthy  of  notice  in  this  prepara- 
tion are, — the  large  membranous  ovaries,  to  which  are 
attached,  by  means  of  pedicles,  bright  yellow  ova  co- 
vered by  a very  vascular  membrane,  which  remains  as 
a calyx  after  the  expulsion  of  the  ova,  and  then  withers 
away.  By  turning  the  bottle,  a view  is  afforded  of  the 
oviducts,  which  are  long,  attached  to  a vascular  mesen- 
tery, and  each  of  which  in  the  present  specimen,  con- 
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tains  an  egg.  Both  oviducts  open  into  the  cloaca,  the 
anterior  wall  of  which  has  been  reflected,  in  order  to 
bring  into  view  the  pieces  of  glass  which  denote  the  si- 
tuation of  their  orifices.  The  other  piece  of  glass  points 
out  the  course  of  the  rectum,  and  the  situation  of  its 
opening  into  the  cloaca.  (R.  C.) 

D.  a . 2.  Portion  of  the  uterus  of  a pregnant  Cow,  displaying 
the  glandules  uterince  which  constitute  the  maternal 
placenta  of  that  animal. 

D.  a.  3.  Portion  of  the  gravid  uterus  of  the  Cow,  and  of  the 
chorion  of  the  Calf  injected,  shewing  the  nature  of  the 
connection  between  the  foetal  cotyledons,  and  the  glan- 
dule uterine.  The  vessels  of  the  uterus  were  filled 
with  blue,  those  of  the  chorion  with  red  injection,  which, 
it  may  be  observed,  has  not  passed  from  the  one  to  the 
other  set  of  vessels.  Some  of  the  cotyledons  have  been 
pulled  out  of  the  uterine  glandulse,  in  order  better  to 
shew  the  manner  in  which  they  were  connected. 

D.  a . 4.  Chorion  of  the  Cow  injected,  and  the  cotyledons 
unravelled,  in  order  to  shew  their  villous  structure  and 
great  vascularity. 

D.  a.  5.  Foetal  Calf  at  an  early  period  inclosed  in  the  am- 
nios. The  chorion,  which  occupies  the  upper  part  of 
the  bottle,  has  been  raised  off  the  greater  part  of  the 
amnios,  in  order  to  bring  the  foetus  into  view. 

D.  a . 6.  Ovum  of  the  Dog,  with  the  membranes  entire,  dis- 
playing the  annulated  placenta , which  has  been  injected 
from  the  maternal  vessels.  (R.  C.) 

D.  a.  7.  Another  ovum  of  the  Dog,  in  which  the  foetal  sur- 
face of  the  placenta  and  membranes  is  displayed,  in- 
jected from  the  umbilical  vessels  of  the  foetus,  the  ar- 
teries having  been  coloured  yellow,  and  the  veins  red. 
(R.  C.) 

D.  a.  8 Ovum  of  the  Cat,  prepared  in  the  same  manner  as 
D.  a 6.  (R.  C.) 
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D.  a.  9.  Another  Ovum  of  the  Cat,  prepared  as  D.  a . 7. 
(R.  C.) 

1).  a . 10.  Generative  Organs  of  the  Guinea  Pig  injected. 
The  vagina  has  been  laid  open,  and  a pin  denotes  the 
situation  of  the  os  uteri.  The  uterus  has  also  been 
laid  open  at  one  part,  in  order  to  display  the  foetus, 
which  may  be  seen,  surrounded  by  its  membranes,  in 
the  left  corner  of  the  organs.  The  fibrous  structure  of 
the  uterus  (which  is  a true  uterus  bicornis,  opening  in- 
to the  vagina  by  a single  os,  while  it  is  superiorly  elon- 
gated into  a cornu  on  each  side)  is  very  distinct,  and 
the  intestine-like  appearance  of  the  cornua  will  not  fail 
to  be  remarked.  The  uterus  is  held  in  its  place,  not 
only  by  the  mesentery  with  which  the  oviducts  of  in- 
ferior animals  are  furnished,  but  also  by  two  pairs  of 
round  ligaments ; the  one  pair  passing  through  the  ab- 
dominal ring  in  the  same  manner  as  in  man  ; the  other 
extending  from  the  uterus  along  the  spine,  to  just  be- 
low the  diaphragm.  (R.  C.) 

D.  a.  11.  Uterus  of  the  Mouse,  which  is,  like  that  of  most 
Rodentia,  a true  uterus  duplex , opening  by  two  sepa- 
rate orifices  projecting  into  the  vagina,  each  half  re- 
sembling the  oviducts  of  birds  and  mammalia,  and  in- 
testine-like in  its  structure.  The  veins  of  the  uterus 
have  been  filled  with  yellow  injection,  and  the  organ 
contains  several  embryos.  (R.  C.) 

D.  a . 12.  Teat  of  the  Cow  laid  open,  in  order  to  shew  its 
structure,  and  the  wide  openings  of  the  lactiferous 
tubes.  (R.  C.) 

D.  a.  13.  Teat  of  the  Cow,  the  lactiferous  tubes  of  which 
have  been  filled  with  wax,  and  the  preparation  after- 
wards corroded.  (R.  C.) 

D.  a . 14.  Uterus  of  the  Rat,  the  vessels  of  which  are  filled 
with  red  injection.  The  uterus  exactly  resembles  in 
structure  that  of  the  mouse.  (R.  C.) 
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D.  a.  15.  Organs  of  Generation  in  the  Sepia. 

D.  a.  16.  Organs  of  Generation  in  the  Solen  Siliqua. 

D.  a.  17.  Exhibiting  the  common  situation  of  the  organs  in 
the  Asterias  Rubens. 

D.  a.  17.  Hermaphrodite  organs  of  the  Helix. 

D.  a . 17.  Ovary  of  the  Gurnard. 

PREPARATIONS  OF  THE  DISEASES  OF  THE  FEMALE 
GENERATIVE  APPARATUS. 

a.  Preparations  illustrative  of  Diseases  in  the  Unimpregnated 

State. 

E.  a.  1.  Wax  model  of  Procidentia  Uteri,  with  ulceration 

surrounding  the  os  uteri. 

E.  a.  2.  Wax  model  of  an  enormous  Procidentia  of  the  Va- 
gina. 

E.  a.  3.  Wax  model  of  ulcerated  Condylomata  about  the 
labia  and  nates,  and  which  are  the  result  of  filth,  and 
not  of  venereal  infection.  The  case  is  described. 

E.  a.  4.  Wax  model  of  ulcerated  Carcinoma  of  the  Uterus 
in  an  advanced  stage. 

E.  a.  5.  Wax  model  of  an  Uterus  affected  with  brainy  tu- 
mour. The  case  is  described. 

E.  a.  6.  Diseased  Ovary,  on  the  surface  and  in  the  cavity 
of  which  are  portions  of  hair  and  hone , and  several  well- 
formed  teeth.  No  particulars  of  the  case  are  known. 

E.  a . 7.  Diseased  Ovary,  containing  sebaceous  and  hairy 
deposit ; from  a patient  who  died  after  long  suffering 
with  symptoms  of  malignant  disease  of  the  generative 
organs.  The  patient  was  fifty-three  years  old,  and  had 
been  a widow  many  years. 

E.  a.  8.  Uterus  affected  with  Fleshy  Tubercle : the  diseased 
growth  has  in  this  case  reached  a great  size,  the  uterus 
being  as  large  as  at  the  middle  of  utero-gestation,  while 
the  tumour  occupies  the  whole  of  its  cavity.  Towards 
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the  fundus  of  the  uterus  may  be  seen  a smaller  tuber- 
cle, which  has  been  divided,  and  partly  turned  out  of 
its  investing  cellular  cyst.  The  greater  firmness  of 
texture  which  is  generally  evident  in  the  smaller  tu- 
bercles, is  very  well  marked  in  this  case. 

E.  a.  9.  Another  Uterus  affected  with  Tubercular  disease. 
Many  of  the  tumours  were  in  this  case  developed  imme- 
diately under  the  peritoneal  covering  of  the  uterus ; 
hence  the  irregularity  of  its  surface.  The  uterus  and 
vagina  have  been  laid  open,  and  from  the  upper  part 
of  the  uterus  a pyriform  pedunculated  tumour,  of  a 
fibrous  structure  (a  polypus),  projects  into  the  cavity 
of  the  vagina,  which  it  almost  completely  fills,  and 
when  the  patient  was  admitted,  this  tumour  projected 
externally.  The  patient  died  of  peritoneal  inflamma- 
tion two  or  three  days  after  admission  into  the  hospital. 
See  Case-Book,  March  1838.  (R.  C.) 

E.  a.  10.  A third  specimen  of  Tuberculated  Uterus  ; the  os 
and  cervix  uteri  may  be  seen,  as  indeed  in  most  cases, 
unengaged  in  the  disease. 

E.  a.  11.  A fourth  specimen  of  the  same  disease,  in  which 
the  tubercular  growths  have  not  reached  so  large  a size 
as  in  the  former  instances. 

E.  a.  12.  Uterus,  in  the  walls  of  which  growths  of  fleshy  tu- 
bercle are  just  commencing,  while  a small  polypoid  tu- 
mour projects  from  the  posterior  wall  into  the  cavity  of 
the  organ. 

E.  a.  13.  Uterus,  from  the  anterior  wall  of  which  a fleshy 
tubercle  is  projecting ; the  tumour  has  been  laid  open, 
and  contains  many  portions  of  bone  in  its  substance. 

E.  a . 14.  Dropsy  of  both  Fallopian  Tubes,  from  a woman 
whose  history  is  unknown. 

E.  a . 15.  Uterus  affected  with  Fungoid  disease,  hemorrhage 
from  which,  eventually  killed  the  patient.  The  disease 
has  destroyed  the  anterior  part  of  the  cervix  and  body 
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of  the  uterus,  but  the  os,  through  which  a glass  rod  is 
passed,  is  seen  unaffected  by  the  disease.  For  particu- 
lars of  the  case,  see  C.  B. 

E.  a f 16.  Shews  the  extent  of  destruction  which  may  be 
produced  by  cancerous  ulceration  of  the  uterus.  The 
disease  had  existed  for  years  in  the  person  from  whom 
this  specimen  was  taken  ; the  bladder,  vagina,  and  rec- 
tum had  for  a long  time  formed  but  one  cavity,  when 
at  length  she  was  cut  off  by  hemorrhage.  The  vessels 
were  injected  after  death,  and  they , enveloped  in  a 
diffluent  mass,  were  the  only  remains  of  an  uterus. 

E.  a . 17.  Portion  of  a Carcinomatous  Uterus ; the  greater 
firmness  in  texture  of  carcinomatous  structure,  and  the 
glistening  white  strise  which  intersect  its  substance, 
distinguish  it  from  fleshy  tubercle. 

E.  a.  18.  Scrofulous  Ulceration  of  the  Labia. 

E.  a.  19.  Diseased  Ovary,  containing  sebaceous  and  hairy 
deposit. 

E.  a.  20.  Polypus  removed  from  the  uterus  by  operation. 

E.  a.  21.  Haemorrhoidal  Tumours  of  the  lower  part  of  the 
vagina. 

E.  a.  22.  Diaphanous  Uterus , with  a polypus  growing  from 
the  posterior  wall  near  the  orifice  of  the  left  Fallopian 
tube.  (H.  F.) 

E,  a.  23.  Three  small  mucous  Polypi  arising  from  the  neck 
of  the  uterus.  The  preparation  well  exhibits  the  ar- 
borescent appearance  of  this  region.  (H.  F.) 

E.  a.  24.  Exhibits  a mucous  Polypus  arising  from  the  body 
of  the  uterus,  and  two  small  ones  from  the  cervix. 
(H.  F.) 

E.  a . 25.  Carcinomatous  destruction  of  the  anterior  lip  of 
the  os  uteri  opening  into  the  bladder.  (H.  F.) 

E.  a.  26.  Inflammation  of  Ovary. 

E.  a . 27.  Section  of  inflamed  Ovary. 

B.  a.  28.  Cauliflower  Excrescence  of  the  Os  Uteri,  with 
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destructive  ulceration  engaging  bladder  and  rectum. 
(H- F) 

E.  a.  29.  Shews  hypertrophy  of  the  tissues  around  the  Ure- 
thra. 

E.  a.  30.  Cauliflower  Growth  of  a malignant  character, 
engaging  the  vagina,  throughout  the  greater  part  of 
the  left  wall.  An  abscess  formed  between  the  bladder 
and  uterus  on  the  same  side,  opening  into  the  perito- 
neum, and  proving  fatal  by  peritonitis.  The  bladder 
presents  a similar  state  of  disease,  but  at  an  earlier  pe- 
riod. The  recto-vaginal  septum  is  destroyed,  the  re- 
sult, apparently,  of  former  injury ; the  sphincter  re- 
mains perfect.  This  preparation  has  been  removed 
from  the  body  of  a woman  advanced  in  life,  who  had 
borne  children. 

E.  a.  31.  Malignant  Ovarian  Tumour,  containing  grumous 
fluid,  with  cartilaginous  and  membranous  septa,  in  a 
woman  advanced  in  life.  See  G.  a . 22,  and  Case-Book. 

E.  a.  32.  Uterus  and  Vagina  of  a woman  who  had  borne 
children,  exhibiting  the  permanent  increase  in  their 
cavities. 

E.  a.  33.  Cauliflower  Excrescence,  engaging  two- thirds  of 
the  vagina  and  os  uteri  with  ulceration. 

E.  a.  34.  Fibrous  Polypus,  exhibiting  a cavity  lined  with 
serous  membrane,  removed  from  a widow  about  forty- 
three. 

E.  a.  35.  Inverted  Uterus,  distended  with  enlargement  of 
the  ovaries,  exhibiting  curious  papillous  bodies  substi- 
tuted for  the  os,  taken  from  a woman  about  thirty  years 
of  age.  History  not  known. 

E.  a.  36.  Fibrous  Tumour  occupying  the  posterior  wall  of 
the  body  of  the  uterus. 

E.  a.  37.  An  Injected  Uterus  of  an  unmarried  female  who 
died  when  menstruating.  Hymen  perfect,  and  os  uteri 
circular.  History  not  known,  but  left  ovary  contains  a 
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body  bearing  a very  strong  resemblance  to  the  corpus 
luteum. 

E.  a.  38.  Carcinomatous  Tubercle  of  Uterus,  with  open  ul- 
ceration and  communication  with  the  bladder.  The 
pelves  of  both  kidneys,  as  well  as  uterus,  were  enor- 
mously distended,  and  contained  a large  quantity  of 
urine. 

E.  a.  39.  Curious  Malignant  Growth,  occupying  the  interior 
of  uterus,  and  combined  with  ulceration  of  vagina.  The 
growth  presents  to  the  feel  a smooth,  somewhat  tuber- 
culated  character,  distinct  from  all  other  forms  of  dis- 
ease of  the  organ. 


b.  Preparations  of  those  Diseases  which  occur  during  Labour , or 

in  the  Puerperal  State. 

E.  b.  1.  Lacerated  Perineum,  the  laceration  extending  into 
the  rectum. 

E.  b.  2.  Bladder  inflamed,  ulcerated,  and  with  its  coats  thick- 
ened, the  result  of  neglected  retention  of  urine  in 
labour.  (R.  C.)  See  Case  Book  for  March  1838. 

E.  b.  3.  Portion  of  the  Brain  of  a patient  who  died  in  a fit 
of  puerperal  convulsions,  containing  a clot  of  blood  in 
the  left  ventricle  of  the  Brain. 

E.  b.  4.  Uterus,  the  anterior  lip  of  which  was  ruptured  during 
labour.  The  organ  has  been  laid  open,  and  the  injury 
appears  to  have  affected  the  substance  of  the  uterus 
more  extensively  than  its  peritoneal  covering,  though 
the  rupture  extends  also  through  the  peritoneum. 

E.  b.  5.  Another  Uterus,  laid  open  from  behind,  the  ante- 
rior lip  of  which  was  ruptured  during  labour. 

E.  b.  6.  Uterus  from  a woman  who  died  nearly  a week  after 
delivery.  The  interior  of  the  uterus  was  in  a state  of 
gangrene  ; the  extreme  thinness  of  its  walls  in  many 
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places  is  still  very  obvious,  and  at  the  left  side  and 
lower  part  of  the  organ  is  a rent  as  large  as  a hen’s  egg. 

E.  b.  7.  Portion  of  the  Uterus  and  Vagina  from  a patient 
who  died  a few  days  after  delivery,  from  sloughing  ul- 
ceration of  those  parts.  The  interior  of  the  uterus  is 
seen  eaten  into  deep  pits  by  the  burrowing  ulceration, 
which  has  perforated  its  substance  just  at  the  junction 
of  the  uterus  and  vagina  ; abscesses  are  seen  in  the 
substance  of  the  walls  of  the  uterus,  and  on  its  exter- 
nal surface,  and  the  vagina  has  been  rendered  exceed- 
ingly thin  in  many  parts  by  the  ulcerative  process. 

E.  b.  8.  Sloughing  of  the  Vagina  after  labour,  with  perfora- 
tion of  the  uterus  at  its  cervix.  The  rough  appear- 
ance of  the  uterus  near  its  fundus,  denotes  the  place 
where  the  placenta  was  attached. 

E.  b.  9.  Portion  of  Uterus  and  Vagina  affected  with  slough- 
ing ulceration.  The  patient  died  of  secondary  haemor- 
rhage from  the  burrowing  ulcer  in  neck  of  uterus. 

E.  b.  10.  Portion  of  sloughing  Vagina  injected. 

E.  b.  11.  Extraordinary  case,  in  which  the  entire  mucous 
membrane  of  the  Vagina  was  thrown  off  by  a person  who 
passed  through  a tedious  labour  out  of  the  hospital,  was 
afterwards  admitted,  treated  for  sloughing  vagina,  and 
was  eventually  discharged  well,  with  a vagina  free  from 
adhesions,  and  as  wide  as  natural.  This  is  the  case 
alluded  to  in  the  Preface  to  Burn’s  Midwifery,  Ed.  of 
1839. 

E.  b.  12.  Uterus  and  Bladder  from  a patient  who  died  of 
gangrenous  inflammation  of  the  uterus  and  vagina, 
about  a week  after  delivery.  The  patient  had  been 
admitted  into  the  hospital  for  vesico-vaginal  fistula  fol- 
lowing tedious  labour  and  instrumental  delivery  in  the 
country.  On  examination,  adhesions  were  found  to 
have  formed  between  the  opposite  walls  of  the  vagina, 
dividing  it  into  two  chambers,  which  communicated  by 
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a narrow  opening,  the  os  uteri  and  the  fistulous  com- 
munication with  the  bladder  being  situated  in  the  upper 
chamber.  But  little  could  be  done  for  her,  and  she 
was  discharged,  but  returned  in  about  a year,  having- 
become  pregnant,  and  being  in  labour  ; and  as  labour 
advanced  it  was  found  necessary  to  divide  the  adhe- 
sions of  the  vagina  with  a knife.  In  the  preparation 
the  situation  and  extent  of  these  adhesions  is  shewn 
by  the  coloured  paper  and  glass-tube,  while  just  above 
them  is  seen  the  opening  into  the  bladder  an  inch  and 
a half  in  length,  and  with  its  edges  covered  by  that 
sandy  deposit  which  is  found  in  many  cases  of  vesico- 
vaginal fistula.  Turning  the  bottle,  one  sees  the  bladder 
contracted  so  as  to  have  evidently  been  incapable  of 
containing  any  urine  ; the  piece  of  glass  indicates  the 
course  of  the  urethra.  The  labour  was  completed  soon 
after  division  of  the  adhesions  of  the  vagina,  the  patient 
was  delivered  of  a living  child,  and  seemed,  for  a day 
or  two,  to  be  doing  well,  but  unhealthy  inflammation 
of  the  uterus  and  vagina  set  in,  and  the  woman  died 
rather  more  than  a week  after  delivery.  (R.  C.) 

E.  b.  13.  Preparation  exhibiting  an  Abscess,  which  formed 
at  the  side  of  the  Vagina  after  delivery  ; this  abscess 
extended  both  upwards  and  downwards,  pointed  in  the 
perineum,  and  was  opened  there,  but  it  also  formed  an 
opening  into  the  vagina ; a piece  of  wood  marks  the 
latter  opening,  and  a portion  of  glass  the  former.  The 
patient  eventually  sank  under  the  copious  discharge, 
and  constitutional  irritation.  (R.  C.) 

E.  b.  14.  Uterus  and  Vagina,  together  with  the  iliac  veins 
and  some  of  their  branches,  from  a patient  who  died 
of  phlegmasia  dolens,  supervening  on  puerperal  peri- 
tonitis. The  veins  have  been  laid  open  in  places,  their 
coats  are  verv  much  thickened,  and  their  tubes  ob-

structed  by  lymph  ; on  the  right  side,  many  of  the 
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small  veins  liave  been  removed,  even  as  low  down  as 
the  ankle,  and  all  present  the  same  appearance  of  thick- 
ening of  their  coats,  and  plugging  up  of  their  cavity  ; 
and  the  affection  seems  to  extend  to  the  veins  in  the 
substance  of  the  uterus.  (R.  C.) 

E.  b.  15.  Uterus  from  a patient  who  died  of  puerperal  peri- 
tonitis ; the  fallopian  tubes  and  ovaries  are  highly  in- 
flamed, and  the  latter  present  a thick  coating  of  lymph 
on  their  surface. 

E.  b.  16.  Portion  of  Uterus  to  which  the  placenta  is  mor- 
bidly adherent. 

E.  b.  17.  A similar  preparation  from  another  patient. 

E.  b.  18,  19,  20.  Portions  of  Uteri  from  different  patients, 
the  internal  surfaces  of  which  are  affected  with  phage- 
denic inflammation. 

E.  b.  21,  22,  23.  Portions  of  Uteri  with  obstruction  of  the 
veins,  and  shewing  that  gelatinous  effusion  under  their 
peritoneal  coat,  which  is  found  under  the  peritoneum 
in  various  situations,  in  many  cases  of  puerperal  peri- 
tonitis. 

E.  b.  24,  25.  The  Ovaries  and  Fallopian  Tubes  of  a patient 
who  died  of  puerperal  peritonitis.  (R.  C.)  See  also 

H.  a.  1. 

E.  b.  26.  Specimen  of  the  Sandy  deposit  from  the  Urine, 
which  takes  place  in  vesico- vaginal  fistula.  This  ad- 
hering to  the  edges  of  the  fistula  (See  E.  b.  12.),  is  a 
constant  source  of  irritation,  and  greatly  tends  to  frus- 
trate efforts  at  bringing  about  a cure. 

E.  b.  27.  Destructive  Ulceration  involving  the  cervix  and 
os  tincse,  with  an  encysted  tumour  in  the  vagina.  See 
C.  Book.  (H.  F.)  A glass  tube  is  passed  into  the  urethra* 

E.  b.  28.  Uterine  Hydatids.  (H.  F.) 

E.  b.  29.  Uterine  Hydatids,  growing  from  chorion  in  a 
blighted  ovum. 

E.  b . 30.  Os  uteri , which  sloughed  off  during  labour.  See 
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C.  B.  (H.  F.)  See  also  Reports  of  Path.  Soc.  Dub, 
Jour. 

E.  b.  31.  A similar  'preparation  of  os  uteri.  (See  C.  B.) 

E.  b.  32.  Laceration  of  the  Vagina,  which  involved  both  the 
vesico-vaginal  and  recto-vaginal  septum.  (H.  F.)  See 
C.  B. 

E.  b.  33.  Sloughing  affecting  the  Vagina,  and  extending 
into  the  body  of  the  uterus.  (H.  F.) 

E.  b.  34.  Laceration  of  the  Recto-vaginal  Septum.  (H.  F.) 

E.  b.  35.  Peculiar  condensation  of  the  tissues  of  the  Uterus, 
giving  rise  to  fatal  haemorrhage  in  labour.  (H.  F.) 

E.  b.  36.  Inflammation  of  the  Uterus,  with  lymph  in  the 
veins. 

E.  b.  37.  Cells  of  the  Uterus  filled  with  pus,  and  coated 
with  lymph. 

E.  b.  38.  A similar  preparation. 

E.  b.  39.  Section  of  Inflamed  Uterus  after  parturition. 

E.  b.  40.  Section  of  Inflamed  Uterus  near  the  os  tincae. 

E.  b.  41.  Cystitis , with  ulceration  arising  from  retention  of 
urine  for  eleven  days  after  delivery. 

E.  b.  42.  Section  of  Inflamed  Uterus.  The  wall  appears 
thickened,  and  lymph  exists  in  the  veins. 

E.  b . 43.  Uterus  affected  with  ramollissement.  See  Case-

E.  b.  44.  Sloughing  Vagina,  extending  into  the  body  of  the 
uterus.  In  this  case  there  was  found  a sloughing  abscess 
under  the  lesser  pectoral  of  left  side.

E.  b.  45.  Section  of  parturient  uterus,  contrasting  the  parts 
to  which  the  placenta  was,  and  was  not  attached. 

E.  b.  46.  Peculiar  partial  condensation  of  the  uterine  wall, 
engaging  part  of  the  body  and  the  neck,  and  produ- 
cing fatal  haemorrhage  after  delivery. 

E.  b.  47.  Sloughing  vagina  after  delivery. 

E.  b.  48.  Exhibits  the  external  organs,  vagina,  and  uterus, 
in  a case  of  fatal  sloughing  after  delivery. 
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E.  b.  49.  Ruptured  uterus  exhibiting  the  vagina  and  exter- 
nal organs  in  their  state  of  full  dilatation  at  the  period 
of  labour. 

E.  b.  50.  Section  of  the  uterus  after  delivery  (fourth  day), 
shewing  extreme  thickening  of  that  organ ; taken  from 
a case  which  died  of  peritonitis. 

E.  b.  51.  Rupture  of  vagina  and  uterus,  extending  upwards 
along  the  right  side  of  that  organ.  The  left  ovary  ex- 
hibits a corpus  luteum,  and  the  veins  of  the  uterus  are 
filled  with  lymph. 

E.  b.  52.  Gangrene  of  the  uterus  after  delivery. 

E.  b.  53.  Section  of  an  uterus  in  a woman  who  died  of 
ramollissement  of  the  uterus.  Exhibited  at  the  Patho- 
logical Society. 

E.  b.  54.  Hip-joint  of  a woman  who  died  of  arthritis. 

E.  b.  55.  Sacro-iliac  symphysis  of  the  same  patient,  exhi- 
biting destruction  of  the  cartilage,  and  ulceration  and 
caries  of  the  bone. 

E.  b.  56.  Hypertrophied  and  infiltrated  os  uteri.  This  pre- 
paration exhibits  the  anterior  lip , enlarged  to  a great 
degree,  and  distended  with  fluid.  It  was  removed  from 
a female  by  scissors  and  torsion,  the  day  after  delivery, 
having  protruded  before  the  head  of  the  child  in  labour 
completely  beyond  the  external  parts.  This  was  her 
third  labour. 


DRIED  PREPARATIONS  AND  CASTS  ILLUSTRATIVE  OF  THE 
ANATOMY  AND  PATHOLOGY  OF  THE  PELVIS. 

F.  a.  1,2.  Pelves  of  Female  Children,  which  shew  but  lit- 
tle difference  from  the  male  pelvis  at  the  same  age, 
except,  perhaps,  a somewhat  greater  pubic  arch.  The 
conjugate  in  these  pelves  is  longer  than  the  transverse 
diameter,  nor  is  it  till  after  puberty  that  the  charac- 
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teristic  differences  between  the  male  and  female  pelves 
become  apparent. 

F.  a.  3.  Pelvis  of  the  Adult  Male. 

F.  a.  4.  Pelvis  of  the  Adult  Female.  By  comparing  these 
two  pelves,  we  observe  the  difference  between  them  in 
the  two  sexes  : the  narrow  arch  of  the  pubis,  the 
proximity  to  each  other  of  the  ischiatic  tuberosities,  the 
smaller  degree  of  inclination  and  expansion  of  the  alas  of 
the  ilia,  and  the  heaping  up  of  bone  on  the  male  pelvis, 
are  some  of  the  chief  points  which  distinguish  it  from  the 
wider  pelvis  of  the  female,  with  its  greatly  curved  pu- 
bic arch,  large  thyroid  foramina,  and  greatly  inclined 
ate  of  the  ilia. 

F.  a.  5.  Female  pelvis  to  which  the  bladder  has  been  left  at- 
tached, in  order  to  illustrate  the  danger  of  wounding  it 
by  synchondrotomy. 

F.  a.  6.  Pelvis  from  a subject  in  whom  there  exist  scoliosis 
and  cyphosis  of  the  lumbar  vertebrae  without  contrac- 
tion of  the  pelvis.  Its  dimensions  are,  A.  4",  F.  , 
b b.  5". 

F.  a.  7.  44  Pelvis  aequabiliter  justo  minor,”  or  one  in  which, 
without  disease  of  the  bones,  the  diameters  are  shorter 
than  natural.  Its  dimensions  are  A.  3 ",  T.  5,  b b.  4M ; 
and  of  the  outlet,  between  the  spines  of  the  ischia,  3f" ; 
between  the  front  of  ischiatic  tuberosities  3 J" ; between 
the  back  of  the  tuberosities  4f".

In  rickets,  the  contraction  exists 
in  the  antero-posterior  diameter,  is  almost  entirely  con- 
fined to  the  brim  and  upper  part  of  the  cavity  of  the 
pelvis  ; while  owing  to  the  distance  between  the  tube- 
rosities of  the  ischia,  to  the  increased  width  of  the  pu- 
bic arch,  and  the  recession  of  the  sacrum,  the  outlet  of 
the  pelvis  is  often  much  larger  than  natural ; on  the 
other  hand,  mollifies  ossium  causes  contraction  of  both 
apertures  of  the  pelvis, — the  contraction  of  the  trans- 
verse diameter  of  the  pelvis,  together  with  the  forma- 
tion of  the  beak,  produced  by  the  yielding  of  the  rami 
of  the  pubes  and  ischia,  giving  the  pelvis  the  character- 
istic triangular  form.  The  enormous  curvature  of  the 
sacrum  increases  considerably  the  conjugata  of  the 
pelvic  cavity,  while  that  of  the  outlet  is  again  dimi- 
nished by  the  projecting  coccyx.  These  points,  and 
the  perpendicular  alae  of  the  ilia,  with  the  sulcus  run- 
ning from  their  crest  to  the  small  pelvis,  are  some  of 
the  most  striking  marks  of  a pelvis  deformed  by  molli- 
fies ossium.  Presented  by  Dr  Rigby.

she  first  complained  of  pain  in  the  leg.  (See  Drawing,

the  uterine  veins,  and  about  the  iliac  arteries,  though 
they  were  healthy  internally.  The  cellular  membrane 
of  the  limb  was  infiltrated  with  a bloody  purple  co- 
loured fluid,  in  which  the  particles  of  fat  floated.  The 
sartorius  muscle  was  softened,  the  soleus  muscle  was 
converted  into  a soft  purple  pulp,  resembling  black 
currant  jelly,  but  this  appearance  did  not  extend  to 
the  other  muscles.  The  arteries  in  the  thigh  were  per- 
vious, and  contained  no  pus,  but  were  lost  below  the 
ham  in  the  general  disorganization.”  (R.  C.)  For  fur- 
ther particulars  see  Case-Book.
